shadowed the gubernatorial fight.

12,000. 

One indication of the closeness ot 
the fight for governor and lieutenant 
governor is the prediction that Colone! 
Doty of the Republican state commit- 
tee makes in his official estimate of 
the Republican plurality when he says 
that the Republicans will win the state 
by only 25,000 

Last year Governor Draper defeated 
Vahey by over 60,000. gut the fact 
that this is an off year, with a heavy 
falling off in the vote to be expecte: a. 
and the strong fight waged against 
Draper by organized labor for his veto 
of the eight-hour bill, are counted on 
to cut deeply into his plurality. 

Vahey himself predicted at a con- 
ference at the Quincy Houe that there 
was going to be a Democratic land- 
slide similar to that of the Douglas 
year. His assurance was born of the 
confident prediction by Chairman 
Donovan that Boston would roll up a 
majority of 25,000. 

Basing their opinions on these fig- 

ures, many of the Democrats are say- 
ing that if Vahey gets a plurality in 
3oston of 25,000 that, with the splen- 
did work done in organizing the 
Democratic party throughout the state, 
Vahey will be a winner 

Opposed to these views, the Re- 
publicans point to the regular Repub- 
lican majorities which always roll 
down to the city and say that this year 
the staid, as-it-was-in-the-beginning- 
is-now-and-ever-shall-be, Republican 
farmers’ vote in the towns will be 
much for the Democrats in Boston to 
overcome. 

The towns have always been the 
bugaboo of the Democrats, but this 
year there are great hopes of cuiting 
down the Republican majorities on 
account of the popular planks in the 
Democratic platform and because of 
the disaffection on the Republican 
side manifested at the primaries.

STEAD HAS A CHAT

Now it is not the appearance but 
only the original that has power, in- 
telligence and substance. The mani- 
festation of growth, action or being 
in matter is but a material concept of 
spiritual facts. 

The objects, action and power ex- 
pressed in a “moving picture” are not 
in the picture and we do not associ- 
ate them with the picture but with the 
original which the picture reproduces. 
Similarly, life, growth ,action, power, 
substance, law, et cetera, are mot in 
matter, physical existence or the ma- 
terial consciousness; but in divine 
Mind, the only cause, Truth is reflected 
being, and should be so thought of. 

When we recognize God as the only 
Mind, the onl cause, Truth is reflected 
in consciousness and existence is har- 
When we believe causation 
to be material or in mortal mind we 
put our trust and dependence in a 
shadow ,a false belief, and existence 
solcalled, is discordant, liable to dis- 
ease, disaster, death. In order to work 
out our salvation we therefore meed 
to understand causation. 

Consciousness is Eistence. 

Our conscious existence is obviously 
what we are conscious of. Of our real 
existence we may not be conscious. 
Everything that we know or see or 
believe all our thoughts, acts, or 
periences go to make up our universe,

timony. We all know how deceptive 
these senses are. The distant house 
actually small because it seems 
neither does the sum move 
because it appears to move. So also 
hearing, taste, touch and smell are all 
fallible. In fact, the impressions re- 
ceived by the senses and recorded men- 
tally require explanation and rectifi- 
cation to make them coherent and in- 
telligible. 

These senses bring to our conscious- 
ness only impressions ,from which we 
form a concept of things. If there- 
fore the testimony of the physical 
senses is so unreliable and unsatisfac- 
tory it is apparent that the conscious- 
ness gained though these senses, can- 
not be true and reliable. 

Matter a Sense-Impression. 

Material objects may be defined 
as objeetified mental impressions, and 
since material sense is unreliable 
and untrue ,these impressions are a 
seeming only ,that is counterfeits of 
reality. What is the true nature of 
substance ,or what is back of these 
appearances ,material sense does not 
and cannot determine. Only a sense 
that can perceive truth and reality can 
declare this, A mortal’s universe is a 
projection of the concept of existence 
which he has obtained through his five 
senses and through the educational in- 
fluences of his childhood and youth. 

If we can see existence as mental 
instead of physical, we have taken a 
great step onward. The next step is 
to learn what is true and real and 
thus correct our impressions and ob- 
tain a truer consciousness of exis- 
tence. 

The Mortal Body is Mental. 

Through Christian Science we are 
beginning to understand that the mor- 
tal body is mental; that it is an em- 
bodiment of conscious and unconsci- 
ous mentality, the deyeloped mortal 
thought of 'self-hood, the externaliza-

Tigink of the 
responsibility, the burden, we place 
upon it, making it not alone our de- 
pendence in normal living, but also 
the scapegoat of all excesses! Is it 
any wonder it does not “make good?” 

We take an advanced step when we} 
See that the body is mental instead of 
physical and that we do. not live in 
a matter-body but in consciousness. 

Bodily conditions are relieved in so 
far as we realize that God, the in-|! 
finite divine Principle, is our Life. 

Mrs. Eddy says in Science and 
Health (Page 14.) “Become consci-! 
ous for a single moment that Life and 
intelligence are purely spiritual,— 
neither in nor of matter,—and the 
body will then utter no complaints. 
If suffering from a belief in sickness, | 
you will find yourself suddenly well 
Sorrow is turned into joy when the 
body is controlled by spiritual Life, ' 
Truth and Love.” 

What is Mind? 


The ordinary human concept of mind 
is that which thinks, feels or wills, the 
intellect, or the activity of the brain, | 
Christian Science reveals the fact that 
Mind is divine Principle ,the infinite 
Life, Truth, Love, omnipotent, om- 
jelae ient, omnipresent ,the all-inclusive, 
eternal, unchanging, all-wise being, the | 
only cause and ereator. 

This is a very different Mind from 
that which is supposed to result from ! 
the action of the gray matter called 
brain. 

Christian Science makes it clear 
that material existence is not the 
manifestation of this divine Mind, but 
the phenomenon of the counterfeit, 

called mortal mind. 

It_is this false concept of existence 
that. does all the wrong thinking; that 
believes in sim, disease and death ; 
that claims there is life and intelli- 
gence in matter 

Since God is Mind, this Mind is 
good ,and its effects must always be 
good never evil. As real thinking is 
the activity of the divine Mind, the 
only real thoughts or ideas are good 
Therefore everything that is evil, per- 
tains to evil or results in evil is not 
Mind nor included in Mind, hence is 
not real. Human thought, will power, 
hypnotism, mental suggestion or mag- 
netism are all capable of evil, and 
hence are not Mind or the activity of 
Mind, are not of God, and so are not 
good but essentially and entirely evil. 

Healing Methods. 

The difference between the method 
of healing through mental suggestion, 
or hypnotism, and that of the divine 
Mind, the Christ healing, must be 
clearly seen. 

When the effort is made to heal by 
suggestion ,the operator endeavors by 
means of hypnotism to make the 
patient believe that he is not sick. He 
attempts to change the belief but the 
cause of disease remains and in time 
manifests itself even in Apis forms. 
The patient is no better off, he has not 
risen in the scale of oe he has no 
more manhood ,or moral courage ,and 
does not know any more about God 
and His Christ than before. 

How is it possible for anyone to be- 
lieve as has been said, that Christ 
Jesus healed through hypnotism, when 
hypnotism is the dominating activity 
of the carnal mind, and the Bible de- 
clares “the carnal mind is enmity 
against God?” How could Jesus as the 
Son of God use a power that is op- 
posed to God? He said “Of mine own 
self I can do nothing. The Father in 
me he doeth the works.” 

It may be needless to say that the 
teachings of Christian Science are in 
no wise the same as those of the Em- 
manuel Church Movement. The pro- 
jectors of that movement themselves 
have emphatically declared this. 

Christian Science Healing. 

The true Christian Scientist reflects 
the divine Mind, stands on the basis 
of God, man and the universe as Spirit 
and spiritual, as Love and its mani- 
festation, as Mind and its ideas—per- 
fect and harmonious. Hence he under- 
stands the unreality of matter and evil 
and knows that man is not sick but 
that the patient is simply suffering 
from a false mesmeric belief. From 
that standpoint he proceeds to correct 
the errors of belief with the Truth of 
being and thus establishes harmony on 
a spiritual, scientific basis. 

The patient is not improved merely 
physically, but morally and spiritually 
as well, because the divine Mind, God, 
has reached his consciousness. His be- 
lief in matter, sin and disease is les- 
sened and the understanding and love 
of God, of His Christ, and of the Bible 
is greatly increased. He has begun to 
let that mind be in him which was also 
in Christ Jesus, the “sound mind” 
which St. Paul declared God has given 
us. 

Thus it is seen that it is not the hu- 
man mind that does the healing, but 
divine Truth which is brought to bear 
upon the case by reflection. Truth is 
reflected by knowing. The human 
mind reflects Truth by knowing Truth 
knowing God aright. 

This is a cardinal point in Christian 
Science healing, that it is God, divine 
Mind that does the healing and not 
human thought. In Christian Science 
healing the human sense serves only 
as a vehicle for Truth. It is the Truth 
alone that effects results. 

Two-Fold Process in Healing. 
Another cardinal point in Christian 
Science healing is that it works from 
the standpoint of the unreality of mat- 
ter and evil and thus proves the all- 
ness and supremacy of God. It in- 
cludes the knowing and affirmation of 
the recognition and denial of

ter; and the specific denial of matter 
‘aids in destroying or lessening this 
in the human consciousness. 
Cause of Sickness and Sin. 
Sickness is the result of mesmerism, 
illusion.

We love her not only for the revela- 
tion of the demonstrable Christ Truth, 
which is contained in her wonderful 
book “Science and Health with Key to 
the Scriptures” and her other writ- 
ings, but for her consecration and de- 
votion in continuing to lead the great} 
religious movement she has inaugurat- 
ed. She has remained steadfastly at 
her post of duty and continued to in- 
struct, guide, advise, admonish her 
followers and to lead on her great 
Cause in its stately progress.

The Y. M.C. A, 
budget is $17,500 and the prisons 
$161,000. The Y. M. C. A. members 
bring in $5,000 and the prisoners 
nothing. 

The Association evening school 
helps a boy or man to better condi- 
tions. Statistics show that the unedu- 
cated man has a chance of less than 
one in 10,000 to get to the top; a 
grammar school boy one in 1000, a 
high school boy one in 400, and a col- 
lege man one in 40. Reckoning $1.50 a 
day to the uneducated, his 2160 days of 
schooling would have been worth $10 
a day to him in 40 years. The educa- 
tional average $1,000 a year or $40,000, 
and the $1.50 a day man $18,000. The 
difference of $22,000 shows the worth 
of the 2160 school days.

QUINCY GEOLOGY.

Between 8 and 9 pre- 
cinct 2 took a brace and was 23 ahead 
in a total of 441.

WARD FIVE. 

For the first time in the history of 
Wollaston, the ward is voting today by 
precincts. Both precincts are however 
located in the basement of the Hose 
House, and it must be said that it Is 
far from being an ideal voting place 
About the basement are numerous 
buckets to catch the drippings that 
fall from the stable above. On one 
end of the cellar is an ancient chromo, 
which serves in a measure to take off 
the barrenness of the whitewashed 
walls. Numerous cobwebs and spi- 
ders add to the solemnity of the scene. 
The voters are doing considerable 
kicking at the place they are obliged 
to vote in and another year a howl 
will be made for new quarters. 

As usual in this ward, the ballot 
boxes do not work. In precinct one, 
where the new box is in use, it regis- 
tered ten votes and then went on a 
strike. In the second precinct the box 
has a jumping fit. Sometimes it jumps 
one number and then it will jump 
halt a dozen. 

However in spite of all these inci- 
dents, the ward is polling its usual 
large vote. At 10.15 precinct 1, the 
precinct west of the railroad, had cast 
325 votes, while precinct 2 had polled 
210 votes, making a total of 535 for the 
ward at that hour. A year ago at 11 
o'clock the ward had cast 700 votes.

The 
same is also true of the precinct 2. 
Here the vote at 9.30 was 150 as against 
200 a year ago at 10 o’clock. Poland’s 
hall where the citizens of precinct 
two are voting, is very attractive, as 
the decorations used at a recent Hal- 
lowe’en party are still in place. Sus- 
pended over the platform is a grinning 
head which is the first thing that 
meets the eye on entering the hall. 
Then the eye catches the long stream- 
ers of red, white and blue crepe paper. 
If the voters only knew how pretty 
the hall looked the stay-at-homes 
might turn out better.

Act May Be Submitted to 


Voters in December 


It is probable that the question of 
the acceptance of sections 81 and 82 
of Chapter 32 of the Revised Laws will 
be submitted to the voters at the 
municipal election for acceptance. The 
act is the one entitled “Pensions for 
Firemen in Cities.” 

A petition asking that the question 


be submitted to the voters was put 
in circulation yesterday. Under the 
law if 200 yoters present a petition 
to the City Clerk asking that_ the 


question be put on the official ballot, 


it will be the duty of that official to 
do so. The petition, however, must 
be presented to him at least thirty 


days before the date of the election. 

The law provides that if the .act is 
the City Council may’ es- 
tablish an ordinance fixing the rate 
and conditions under which firemen 
may be paid a pension by the city. 

The original act only provided for 
the payment of pensions to members 
of the permanent force, but under an 
amendment passed, since the Revised 
Laws were published, the act was ex- 
tended so as to include the members 
of the call force.

The 
Democratic campaign had been under 
way for a much longer period, with 
rallies and meetings and conferences 
beiore their opponents took an active 
part in the fight.

Openly they 
predict a mrgin of 20,000. Privately 
they say they do not really expect 
more than 7000 or 8000. 

Next in importance to the state fight 
is that of the district attorney of Suf- 
folk county. All the indications point 
to a close contest at the polls. Which- 
ever side wins, it is not believed that 
the margin of victory will be over 
5000 or 6000. 

The Republican state committee in 
this campaign absolutely abandoned 
that section of the state lying west of 
the Connecticut river. The machine 
officials have been taken to task 
sharply for doing so. There has been 
a great deal of Republican discontent 
in Worcester county, and but little ef- 
fort has been made to better condi- 
tions there. 

Shrewd, unbiased political observ- 
ers look to see a greatly reduced 
vote for the Republican state ticket. 
They base their calculations upon the 
fact that this is an off year, and that 
Republican apathy is to be expected 
the year following the national elec- 
tion. 

In the closing hours of the campaign 
the liquor question unexpectedly 
made its appearance through the 
charges of Chairman MacLeod of the 
Democratic state committee that the 
brewers were trying to defeat Vahey, 
whose record, they said, was unsatis- 
factory. 


OUTSIDE THE BAY STATE 


Minor Elections In All but Rhode Is-

The New York Campaign 

In New York chief interest has been 
centered in the whirlwind municips! 
campaign of New York city, which 
has been one of the bitterest ever neld 
in the metropolis. With three mavor- 
alty candidates in the field, William, 
J. Gaynor, the Democratic and Tam- 
many nominee; Otto T. Bannard, the 
Republican standard bearer, and Wil- 
liam R. Hearst, leading the Civic Al- 
liance, party lines have been shat- 
tered to such a degree that political 
managers are much at sea. 

The issues of the campaign are the 
overthrow of Tammany Hall and an| 
effort of the Republican and Civic At- 
liance forces to capture control of the 
board of estimate and apportionment, 
which will have control of vast outlays 
of money for subways and other large 
municipal expenditures amounting to 
many millions of dollars. Charges of! 
corruption and vice made by oppon- 
ents of Tammany Hall have resulied 
in a campaign of personalities to 
which other issues have in great 
measure been subordinated. 


} 
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Mayors will also be elected at Al- 
bany, Buffalo, Rochester, Syracuse 
and many other up state places. In 
the state a full delegation to the lower 
branch of the state legislature, or as- 
sembly, will be chosen. 

Pennsylvania and New Jersey 

In Pennsylvania the chief interest is 
In the contest being waged in Phila- 
delphia, where the reform element is 
endeavoring to break the power of the 
Republican organization. The reform- 
ers, under the title of William Penn 
party, have again placed D. C. Gib- 
boney, head of the Philadelphia Law 
and Order society, in the field for dis- 
trict attorney against Samuel P. Ro- 
tan, Republican, renominated. Gib- 
boney is also on the Democratic tick- 
et, but the Democratic organization 
has not officially indorsed him. The 
street car question has been a leading 
issue, the reformers urging cheaper 
fares, while the Republicans claim 
that the reformers have taken up the 
street car issue for political pur- 
poses. 

The fact that the eight state sena- 
tors to be chosen in New Jersey this 
year will each have a vote at the ses- 
sion of 1911 for a United States sena- 
tor to succeed Senator hean adds 
about the only state-wide interest to 
the state’s election. 

In Virginia 

In the campaign in Virgina the can- 
didates to be elected are a governor, 
lieutenant governor, member of the 
general assembly and other state ofll- 
cers. The Democratic ticket is head- 
ed by William H. Mann, a Confeder- 
ate veteran and strong temperance 
advocate, running, however, on a 
platform which advocates local option, 
which the Republicans also favor. The 
Republican nominee for governor is 
William P. Kent, who resigned the 
office of American consul general to 
Guatemala to make the race for goy- 
ernor. 

San Francisco's Battle 

With the continuance of the bribery 
and graft prosecutions, begun four 
years ago, as the issue, the voters of 
San Francisco are at the polls today 
for the first municipal election since 
the new direct primaries law was en- 
acted. Interest in the election hinges 
largely upon the district attorneyship. 

There are two nominees for district 
attorney, Francis J. Heney, chosen 
by the Democrats in direct primary, 
and Charles Fickert, Republican and 
Union Labor nominee. 

No important issues are at stake in 
the election in Nebraska. The only 
state officers to be elected are three 
justices of the supreme court, two 
university regents for the full term 
and one to fill a vacancy. 

Maryland, Ohio and Indiana 

The chief issue in Maryland is the 
disfranchising amendment to the state 
constitution, admittedly designed to 
eliminate the negro as a_ political 
factor in that state. Maryland will 
elect a state comptroller, a new house 
of delegates and half the senate mem- 
bership. 

Municipal and township officers will 
be elected in every community in 
Ohio. The mayoralty contest in 
Cleveland is attracting the most at- 
tention. Mayor Tom L. Johnson is a 
candidate for the fifth term on the 
Democratic ticket. He is opposed by 
Herman C. Baehr, Republican. 

The temperance question is promi- 
nent in the municipal campaigns in 
Indiana and is a leading issue in In- 
dianapolis. 


Whole Police Force Under Arrest 

Gary, Ind., Nov. 2.—The entire 
police force was arrested last night, 
and troops were ordered by Governor 
Marshall to be in readiness to move on 
the town at a moment’s notice in an- 
ticipation of election riots today. Two 
hundred deputies were sworn in by 
Sheriff Grant on Marshall's order and 
made the arrests of the police as their 
first official action. 


ATHLETICS ABOLISHED 


Medico Chi College Will Not Risk the 
Lives of Its Students 

Philadelphia, Noy. 2.—Three 
deaths on college football fields Sat- 
urday have aroused foes of the game, 
and at a mass meeting of students of 
the Medico Chi college, because of 
the death of Michael Burke, whose 
skull was fractured while playing for 
Medico Chi against the Philadelphia 
College of Pharmacy, it was voted to 
do away with athletics altogether, 
while officials of the southern high 
school put football under the ban. 

Not only football, but baseball and 
basketball will be done away with, 
and nothing was suggested in the way 
of athletics to take their place. Jef- 
ferson Medical college, the greatest 
athletic rival of Medico Chi, has no 
football team this year. 


Few Strikers Return 
Ludlow, Mass., Nov. 2.—The ef- 
forts on the part of the Ludlow Manu- 
facturing Associates to reopen their 
mills, which have been closed for a 
week by a strike of operatives, were 
not successful. Of the more than 
2800 operatives who struck last week, 

only 300 reported at the mills. 


Explosion Closes Woolen Millis 
Dracut, Nov. 2.—The bursting of 
a steam pipe at the Merrimack Woolen 
mills caused the death of Peter Pelle- 
tier, an operative. The accident 
Paused the shutting down of the plant, 
which employs 300 hands.

To Speak at Y. M. 6. A. Ban- 
quet Tonight 


A large sign 40 feet long and three 
feet wide has been placed on the front 
of the Y. M. C. A. building with the 
campaign slogan—$25,000 in seven 
days”—in large letters. 

This evening at the Association 
building a grand banquet of business 
men will be held when the needs of 
the Association will be announced, 
and also the arrangements for the 
campaign which is expected to sweep 
Quincy as Boston has been success- 
fully during the last two weeks. It is 
proposed to raise $25,000 in seven 
days to wipe out the debt which has 
hung over the building since it was 
erected, and at the same time secure 
enough funds to complete the swim- 
ming pool which was contemplated in 
the original plans of the building. 

To secure pledges of $25,000 in 
seven days seems stupendous in a city 
of 30,000. It means an average of $4 
to $5 for every family in Quincy. But 
Boston raised its $500,000 and more 
within the alotted time which closed 
yesterday and Quincy can do likewise. 
It has been done in other places of 
late besides Boston. 

The principal speakers tonight will 
be Louis A. Crossett of Boston, the 
chairman of the State executive com- 
mittee, and C. S. Ward of New York, 
secretary of the International Commit- 
tee who successfully conducted the 
Boston campaign. 


ELECTIONS IN ENGLAND 


Gocialist and Laborite Candidates De- 
feated In Important Electorates 


London, Nov. 2.—Mouicipal elee- 
tions were held throughout England 
Monday. So far as can be judged 


they are not likely to furnish any in- 


dication of the country’s attitude to- 
wards the two great political parties, 
politics having ceased in recent years 
to have a dominating influence in 
municipal affairs. 

On the other hand, Socialism has 
become one of the crucial questions in 
such contests, and the most note- 
worthy feature in Monday's contests 
was the defeat of Socialist and Labor- 
Ite candidates, which, in many 
places, was overwhelming, even 
where there is a large working class 
population. 

In some places Socialists held their 
own, but in such important electorates 


as Liverpool, Coventry, Hudders- 
field, Preston, Rochdale, Maccles- 
field and Bradford, they were de- 


feated.

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AN OLD TIME HANGING. 


Whe Dark Day When “Old Jennie” Was 
Executed in Maryland. 

“As dark as the day when old Jen- 
| nie was hung” is one of the many 
quaint sayings that for generations has 
been used on the lower eastern shore 
| of Maryland, but from the accounts 
|} that have been given by those who 
lived in old Jennie’s day there never 
has been a day since that time as dark 
as the day on which she was executed 
for wholesale murder in the neighbor- 
hood in which she lived. 

The old murderess was publicly 
hanged in 1815 in the old jail yard at 
Princess Anne, and all those who re- 
membered that particular day have 
passed into the great beyond long ago. 
The murderess was a white woman, 
tall and angular, and it was said that 
she resembled what was popularly 
supposed to be a witch far more than 
she did the up to date woman of that 
day. In fact, local history records that 
she practiced witchcraft. No one ever 
knew where she came from, she hav- 
ing “dropped down” very mysteriously 
into the neighborhood, where she killed 
a family of four. 

Old Jennie was not hanged on a scaf- 
fold. In those days murderers were 
executed with as little trouble and ex- 
pense as possible. The wizen faced 
terror of all Somerset was placed in 
a cart drawn by two oxen and placed 
directly under a stout limb of an old 
oak tree which stood in the jail yard. 
The rope was fixed in rude fashion 
around her neck, amid the hurrahs of 
the crowd and the curses of the 
doomed woman, and when all was in 
readiness a bunch of fodder was 
placed ten paces from the oxen’s heads, 
and they were given the word to start. 
Obeying the command, they made a 
|bee line for the fodder and left old 
Jennie dangling at the end of the rope. 
| That day, it has been told thousands 
| of times, was the darkest ever known 
|in this section. Chickens remained on 
| their roosts throughout the entire day, 
while candles by the score burned in 
| the houses that the servants might see 
| to do their work. The local scientists 
| of that day were at a loss to account 
for the strange phenomenon, and the 
graphic descriptions which they gave 
| of it and which were recorded years 

ago make interesting reading. 

The darkies and superstitious whites 
of those days naturally thought that 
| the end of time had come. A great 
many negroes declare today that the 
ghost of old Jennie may be seen stalk- 
ing around on the edge of the woods 
| near where she committed her crimes 
| any time on a dark, cloudy night, and 
they are very careful not to encounter 
her.—Oriole (Md.) Cor. Chicago Inter 
Ocean.

JURY SELECTED = 
IN MULLINS CASE 


Fate of Two Young Men De- 
pends Upon Their Conclusions 


Cambridge, Mass., Nov. 4.—The 
jury selected to decide whether Peter 
C. Delorey, 18 years old, and Dion- 
isios Spiropoulos, alias James Mantir, 
24 years old, a Greek barber, are 
guilty of the murder of Annie Mullins, 
were taken in automobiles this morn- 
ing over the roads from the home of 
Professor Hans C. Von Jagemann in 
this city, where the girl was em- 
ployed as a domestic, by Marathon 
field, Arlington, where her body was 
found on the morning of March 28, 
1908, with the throat severed, to the 
farm of Mrs. Francis Delorey in 
West Billerica, where the two men 
were then employed as laborers. 

Guarded by deputy sheriffs to pre- 
vent any possibility of intercourse 
with the outside world, the twelve 
men were shown all the features and 
the scenes which are to figure in the 
trial of this murder which has mysti- 
fied New England for more than a 
year.

THE BAY STATE SLUMP 


Effect of Electlon on Legislature 
Feared by Friends of Lodge 

Boston, Nov. 4.—Republican lead- 
ers fear that the pounding the party 
ticket got at the polls Tuesday may 
have a baleful effect upon the legis- 
lature this and next year, at the criti- 
tal time when Senator Lodge is pre- 
paring to seek re-election. 

The Democratic membership in the 
legislature is increased, and there is 
a notable list of so-called independent 
Republicans. Elected this year, they 
may be expected to be elected a suc- 
ceeding year. 

The election was the closest in the 
state since 1892, when the late Gov- 
ernor Russell was elected by a mar- 
gin of 2500 votes. The victory Tues- 
day was the narrowest ever won by 
the Republican party. 

The average Republican pluralities 
during the past ten years, with the 
exception of 1904, when Governor 
Douglas was elected, have been in 
the neighborhood of 40,000. Last 
year the Draper plurality was 60,000.

Washington, Nov. 5.—The state 
department has declined to take any 
action in the polar controversy be- 
tween adherents of Commander Peary 
and Dr. Cook. A delegation repre- 
senting the National Geographic so- 
ciety endeavored to enlist the good of- 
fices of the department in an effort to 
have the authorities of the University 
of Copenhagen to allow the society to 
{nspect Cook’s polar data. The de- 
tails of their request were not made 
public. The members of the delegation 
were Henry Gannell, John J. Edson, 
James H. Gore, Gilbert Grosvenor and 
KF, V. Coville. 

The Geographic 
nounced its intention of passing upon 
the question of the authenticity of the 
polar observations made by Peary and 
Cook. In response to a telegram from 
the society Commander Peary submit- 
ted his data, which was approved by 
the society. Dr. Cook, however, has 
declined to submit his data to the so- 
ciety, but intends to carry out his 
promise to place it first in the hands 
of the scientists of the University of 
Copenhagen. 

It is now understood to be the in- 
tention of the Geographic society to 
send a committee to Copenhagen to 
ask the authorities of the university to 
allow them to be present during the 
examination of Cook's data. It is be- 
lieved here that they hoped to obtain 
the aid of the state department in ac- 
complishing this purpose. The de- 
partment, however, has taken a posi- 
tion of absolute neutrality and has de- 
clined to send any instruction to the 
American minister at Copenhagen to 
aid the society in its object. 

“We must be shown,” was the com- 
ment of Professor Moore, president 
of the National Geographic society, in 
speaking of “other explorers” whose 
records are to be subjected to a rigid 
scientific test looking to a speedy set- 
tlement of the question of priority in

ery of the Pole. Moore declared that 
the society and its 50,000 members 
will spare-no expense to have this 
question settled. 

The resolution adopted by the board 
in regard to Peary’s feat of explora- 
tion makes no mention of Cook. It 
recognizes the fact that Cook says he 
reached the Pole prior to April 6, 
1909, however, in a clause recom- 
mending to the committee on research 
that a sub-committee be appointed to 
examine the data of other persons 
claiming to have reached the Pole.

CHURCH BREACH 
1S WIDENED 


Mrs. Stetson Is Exonerated by 
Committee of Inquiry 


MOTHER GHURGH IS DEFIED 


First Reader of New York Christian 
Science Church Reprimanded For 
“Unscientific Bias” In Proceedings 
Against Titular Head of Congrega- 
tion—Report Accepted After Much 
Clamor and a Rising Count 


New York, Noy. 5.—Fourteen hun- 
dred members of the First Church of 
Christ, Scientist, accepted last night 
the report of a committee of inquiry of 
the church governing body into the 
seven charges of abuse of power and 
malversation of doctrine which were 
brought against Mrs. Augusta Stet- 
son, the titular head of the church, 
by the board of directors of the moth- 
er church in Boston and upon which 
she was admonished and forbidden 
further to teach or to practice as a 
healer in the faith. 

The report absolved Mrs. Stetson 
upon each of the counts in the indict- 
ment of the Boston directors and se- 
verely censured Virgil O. Strickler, 
the first reader of the First Church 
in New York, for what was termed his 
unscientific bias against Mrs. Stet- 
son in the whole course of proceedings 
against her. 

After the meeting it was said by one 
of Strickler’s partisans that never be- 
fore in the history of the church 
founded by Mrs. Eddy had the church 
body of the denomination attempted 
to review action taken by the directors 
of the mother church in Boston. 

The action of the congregation did 
not in any way alter the status of 
Mrs. Stetson under the rulings of the 
governing body of the First church of 
Boston, and in substance, so said this 
commentator, it was an act of de- 
fiance unparalleled in the history of 
the church. 

The final decision of the congrega- 
| tional meeting was not reached until 
after the members of the church had 
held their pews from 2 o'clock until 8 
o'clock last night. More than once 
partisan lines were drawn so shortly 
between adherents of Mrs. Stetson 
and those who suported the mother 
church and Strickler, its chief adher- 
ent in all controversies that have torn 
the First church, that an _ uproar 
swayed everybody in the church for 
minutes at a time. An effort was 
made to hoist Strickler from his posi- 
tion as chairman of the meeting, and 
nearly every vote that was put was at- 
tended by such clamor that a rising 
count had to be made. The report 
was passed at the end by a small ma- 
jority. 

Instead of bringing concord back to 
the congregation, Thursday's action 
forecasts a wider breach between the 
two parties in dispute. The investi- 
gating committee’s report clearing 
Mrs. Stetson and reprimanding the 
first reader was accepted under the 
provision that the latter part of the 
findings be referred back to the trus- 
tees of the church for action. 

Every member of the board of 
trustees except Mrs. Stetson, Strick- 
ler and Mrs. Susanne Thomas, the 
second reader, constituted the person- 
nel of the committee of inquiry whose 
report censured Strickler.

| MAKING GOLD LEAF. 


| The Metal Is Beaten For Hours by 
Men, Then Finished by Girls. 

In one of the downtown business 
streets may be seen sticking from one 
of the upper windows a massive arm 

| and hand, the hand grasping a huge 
hammer and the whole sign gilded. It 
is the sign of the gold beaters’ estab- 
lishment, where thousands of the gold 
sheets are turned out after having 
been packed by girls. 

Gold leaf is packed more by the aid 
of the breath than by the hands. The 
operation of transferring a sheet of 
almost transparent gold leaf from one 
place to another is so delicate that it 
is possible to do it only by a light 
puff of the breath. It takes most girls 
six weeks to acquire this knack, and 
some girls are never able to acquire it. 

The gold reaches the beaters first 
in wide bars or nuggets and has to be 
weighed, melted and made into inch 
wide ribbons before anything else is 
done. The ribbon is then cut into inch 
squares and beaten with a hammer 
wielded by a man. When each leaf 
has been beaten thin it is transferred 
to a mold, where it is beaten four 
hours more. The beating is done with 
a wooden hammer weighing from 
seven to eighteen pounds, on a sheep- 
skin cushion, which rests on a granite 
block. The gold used for beating is 
usually 22 or 23 carats fine. A little 
alloy of copper or silver is added to 
make it spread. It would be impos- 
sible, the beaters say, to handle per- 
fectly pure gold. 

After the gold has been 
is handed over to the girls. who lift 
the unshaped leaf from,the mold with 
a pair of wooden pinchers, flatten it out 
on a sheepskin cushion by gently blow- 
ing on it, cut it to a perfect square, 
replace it between the leaves of the 
book and flatten it out with the breath. 

There are twenty-five leaves in a 
book, and a skilled girl can pack sev- 
enty books in a day, for which she 
gets from 214 to 3 cents a book.—New 
York Times.

It is pertinent to ask the parents 
what they are doing as their share. 
They do recognize it as their right to 
feed, clothe, and house their offspring. 
They may or may not teach morals 
and manners, but all expect their 
young people to be turned out to take 
part in the life about them. 

Shall the school do the work of the 
home in this matter of morals and 
manners as well as its own work of 
teaching the multipication table? I 
take it that the real question at the 
root of the present ferment in school 
matters is: “Shall we begin to train 
for future parents?” The — school 
should not usurp, and is not desirous 
of taking on the duties of the home, 
but when these duties are neglected or 
repudiated, what is to be done? - 

Standards may be set by the school 
which influence the home and extend 
widely into the community in an en- 
couragingly short time. The home's 
responsibility, assumed only tempor- 
arily by the school, can then be re- 
turned to the home where it belongs. 
If the human race is not to become a 
hive of bees, devoid of responsibility, 
the school must show the youth how 
to make a home and to maintain it. 
The way must be found to bring home 
activities within the range of the 
school, and to relate to these activities 
such studies as history and arithme- 
tic that confessedly belong to the 
school. Dr. Sargent asks us to “con- 
sider the probable influence of the 
house industries from time immemor- 
ial, and the period of the handicrafts 


lasting from the tenth century until 
the beginning of modern times.” 
“Need I Say.” he continues, “that 


these manifold activities have stamp- 
ed their imprint upon every bone, mus- 
cle, nerve, and brain cell of the human 
organism, and if we would maintain 
it in its present integrity must we not 
from necessity repeat in some form or 
other the activities to which the 
present development is due?” 

The practical outcome of these be- 
liefs will be that no girl is given a 
diploma until she can buy material for 
a day’s food at a given price, can pre- 
pare that food appetizingly, clear away 
and dispose in a sanitary manner of 
all wastes; until she can buy the 
material and make a dress and trim a 
hat, and do up her own aprons and 
collars; until she can clean a room 
and air it and make a bed properly, 
until she understands the essentials of 
sanitation. : 

These simple elementary principles 
of safe, daily living, the state has a 
right to demand of its citizens, and at 
present the public school is the court 
of judgment as to fitness for citizen- 
ship. It was the purpose for which 
the public school ‘was established in 
Massachusetts. 

If the girl learns these things at 
home she may be excused from going 
over the ground at school, but she 
must show that she does know them 
in a practical way. Few girls of to- 
day have learned the most elementary 
principles of this daily care. Yet new 
ideas are grasped most readily by the 
young, and- it is with them that 
modern hygienic teaching will have 
the greatest influence. When they are 
older they learn these things only 
with great waste of time and energy. 
The college woman who has missed 
an early experience in the various 
duties of the household finds that her 
back and arms will rebel if she is for 
any reason obliged to use them in 
these directions. 

The home can be made to feel the 
importance of these habits so neces- 
sary to safe living, if the school will 
recognize them. Therefore, it is while 
conditions are as they seem to be; 
that the school may be made a most 
efficient supplement to the home and 
may, in turn, influence the home to 
take up again its laid-down work.— 
Mrs. Ellen H. Richards at Conference 
of Charities.

SUPREME COURT MAY DECIDE | 


Naturalization Bureau Changes Its 


Decision as Result of Hornet’s Nest 


Stirred Up Over Former Ruling 


Against All Asiatics—Department of 
Justice Orders Attorneys to Hold Up 
Proceedings In Certain Cases 


Washington, Nov. 6.—The ruling 
of the bureau of naturalization in the 
department of commerce and labor 
that Asiatics are not “free white per- 
sons” and therefore may not become 
citizens of the United States con- 
tinues to tangle up the executive de- 
partment of the government. 

The state départment some days ago 
quietly expressed its displeasure ovcr 
such a broad interpretation, and now 
the department of justice has taken a 
hand by sending instructions to dis- 
trict attorneys throughout the coun- 
try that they shall take no further 
proceedings with respect to naturali- 
gation cases until the department has 
had an opportunity to give the subject 
proper study. 

The Turks and the Syrians are the 
leaders in the opposition to the ruling 
of the bureau of naturalization. The 
bureau, it seems, has been corre- 
sponding with district attorneys with 
reference to prospective test cases, 
and has been insisting that they shall 
back up the bureau in its contention 
that no Asiatic is a “free white per- 
son.” 

The department of justice feels that 
the bureau overstepped its authority 
{n attempting to instruct district at- 
torneys as to their duty. It is ex- 
plained in the bureau of naturaliza- 
tion that all the department of com- 
merce and labor wants is an interpre- 
tation of the phrase “free white per- 
sons” by the supreme court. 

Whatever action the bureau has 
taken, it is pointed out, has been with 
the view of getting such a decision. 

The decision of the bureau of 
naturalization to hold up action 
against the admission of “Asiatics” to 
citizenship is a result of the hornets’ 
nest which has been roused over the 
bureau’s former ruling against such 
peoples. 

The entire matter is a great puzzle. 
It is impossible to draw the line sharp- 
ly against all Asiatics simply because 
they come from Asia or are descended 
from’ people of Asiatic origin. There 
are many people in that part of the 
earth who are whites. The Russians 
now settling Siberia are of the white 
race; the Georgians are of the purest 
Caucasian the Persians, while 
much mixed, perhaps, have Caucas- 
jan blood: and the Arabs can hardly 
be called Mongolians. 

The Armenians have been con- 
quered from ‘time to time by Asiatic 
hordes, and there has been consider- 
able racial intermixture between them 
and other peoples, but they have pre- 
served a distinct type, which, while 
Asiatic like the Persian, 
golian, and their civilization is Chris- 
tian. 

As for Turks, how to define them, 
ethnologically, is a mystery. If all 
subjects of the sultan are to be ex- 


type; 


cluded from American citizenship, 
Greeks and Macedonians as well as 
Armenians, Kurds and Arabs would 


also have to be rejected. The Turk- 
fish empire is a welder of races, and 
it still has one leg on European soil. 
There are Turks who are undoubted- 
ly Mongolian in type, assuming Mon- 
golian to include the Tartar, but there 
are also very many Turks, ordinarily 
so-called, who are anything but Mon- 
golian in race. 

Following the bureau's decision 
against “Turks,’’ many court cases 
have arisen, and judgments have been 
given both for and against the govern- 
ment.

WILL NOT BE 3E LONE DELAYED 


Banishment Likely to Be Hastened by 
Action of Congregation in Vindicat- 
ing Her—Property of First Church 
In New York Belongs to Those Loyal 


to Mother Church, According to 

Eugene Cox 

New York, Nov. 6.—Mrs. Augusta 
E. Stetson, teacher and leading spirit 


of the First Church of Christ, Scient- 
ist, of New York, who was vindicat- 
ed of the charge of unorthodox apos- 
tleship by a report of the committee of 
inquiry, which was accepted by a ma- 
jority of her congregation Thursday 
night, has received a second admoni- 
tion from the board of directors of 
the mother church in Boston. It came 
to her Nov. 1, the same day that she 
sent her statement reasserting her 
fealty to Mrs. Eddy and the church to 
the papers. 

According to the by-laws of the 
Christian Science church, which are 
fundamental in the regulation of the 
conduct of all members, a member 
believed to be in error may be “ad- 
monished” once and yet again by the 
directors of the First church in Bos- 
ton. The third punitive excom- 
munication, from which is no 
appeal. 

Mrs. Stetson came under the 
cipline of the board of directors of the 
mother church on Sept. when, 
upon seven charges, all proven to the 
satisfaction of the board by the tes- 
timony of Mrs. Stetson’s own pupils, 
she was admonished, her license to 
teach Christian Science was revoked 
and her card as a practitioner was 
ordered removed from the Christian 
Science Journal. 

This second admonition, so it 
said by an officer prominent in the af- 
fairs of the church at large, called 
the attention of Mrs. Stetson to the 
fact that, despite the revocation of 
her license to teach, she had beer 
presiding over gatherings of practi- 
tioners of the First church of New 
York, held in her own house; that 
these practitioners themselves had 
been admonished, and that Mrs. Stet- 
son had been guilty of “a contuma- 
cious attitude’ toward the board in 
Boston.

The First English Bible. 
The first complete Bible printed in 


English was issued in 1535 without 
| any publisher's name on it. It was 


the work of Miles Coverdale, whe’ 
incorporated, with revisions, Tyndale’s 
books of ths New Testament of the 
Pentateuch and of Jonah and for the 
rest translated from German and 
Latin versions. It was thus only 
partly original and in that part just a 
translation of a translation. No per- | 
fect copy of this Bible is known to ex- 
ist. 

Coverdale’s Bible is called both “the 


treacle Bible’ and “the bug Bible,” 
from two curious renderings. The 
passage in Jeremiah which we now 


read, “Is there no balm in Gilead?’ is 
rendered, “Is there no more treacle in 
Galahad?’ And in the Psalms, “Thou 
shalt not be afraid of the terrors by 


night,” reads “Thou shalt not nede 
|to be afrayed for any bugges by 
| night.’ In the Ninth Psalm, “Put 


them in fear, O Lord,” is rendered by 
| Coverdale as, “Set a schoolmaster over

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The independence of the voters will 
keep the majority party in the State 
and city guessing, and it is well that 
the elections are close and not all one- 
sided. The vote last week for secre- 
tary of State and treasurer shows that 
in Quincy there are about 1000 more 
Republicans than Democrats. The 
yote for secretary was 2,083 /Republi- 
cans to 1,298 Democratic, and for 
treasurer 2,345 Republican to 1,303 
Democratic. Yet with such a big mar- 
gin Gov.

Draper is 
one of the most able business 
governors that Massachusetts has had, 
and a greater friend of labor than his 
sival.

THE GREATER BATTLESHIPS. 


In the sense that preparedness for 
war means protection and makes for 
peace, it is in order that we should 
congratulate ourselves that another 
great vessel—the North Dakota—has 
been added to our battleship fleet. We 
may also congratulate ourselves that 
the vessel as completed is a splendid 
example of finished American work- 
manship. However, the conditions are 
guch that no matter with what com- 
placency we may regard the occur- 
rence, our satisfaction over it can only 
be momentary, because the North Da- 
kota is far from being the last word 
in battleship construction—because, 
from present appearanees, nothing this 
nation or any other nation may ac- 
complish in the line of naval construc- 
tion and equipment for some time to 
come will be the last word. 

The first Dreadnought—the first In- 
vincible, the first Terror of the seas, 
has long since been dwarfed, and 
promises speedily to become obsolete. 
Some of our own vessels that proudly 
plowed the blue in the Spanish Ameri- 
can war are within measurable dis- 
tance of the scrap heap. Some of our 
vessels of latest construction have al- 
ready lost claim to the title “modern.” 

A few weeks ago the British battle- 
ship Neptune was launched. She is a 
more powerful vessel than any other 
in the British or American navy. Work 
has already been begun on the British 
battleship Devonport, intended to sur- 
pass the Neptune in every particular. 
This monster is to be fitted with tur- 
bine engines of 70,000 horsepower. 
What this means may be gathered 
from the fact that the engines of the 
American battleship Delaware are 
eapable of developing only 30,000 
horsepower, and the fact that the 
Mauretania, one of the twin Atlantic 
racers, has only 66,000 indicated horse- 
power. The ordinary battleship can 
make from seventeen to twenty-four 
knots an hour; the Devonport is to 
make thirty knots. And four vessels 
of this type are to be turned out of 
tke British navy yards without delay. 

In the meantime we are preparing 
Plans for vessels that are intended to 
carry guns of greater caliber than 
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soon. The drain on the resources of 
the nations is too great to continue 
indefinitely. he North Dakota is a 
beautiful vessel. We can admire her 
even while abhorring war, for she is 
an expression of advanced human 
skill. But we could admire her much 
more if she were more permanent, or 
if her influence were less temporary. 
As matters stand, she can only be re- 
garded as a very costly and very 
ephemeral toy.—Christian Science 
Monitor.

Uncle Sam's New Dreadnaught 


Surpasses Sister Ship 


THE-NORTH DAKOTA'S TESTS 


Turbine Engives Develop Greater Top 


Speed and Generate Power For Low 
Speed at Less Expense Than Re- 
ciprocating Engines of the Delaware 
—Loss of a Life Attends Trial of 
Ship Which Leads the World 


8.—Throughout the 
twenty-four hours of her test at 
twelve knot speed, which finished 
Sunday, the new Dreadnought, North 
Dakota, maintained an economical 


consumption of coal and water, the 
average being well below the guar- 
anteed mean amount. 

The consumption tests of the North 
Dakota thus far have been in keep- 
ing with the remarkable speed shown 
in her special mile trials, all tests 
having developed better performances 
even than her builders expected. 

Up to the present stage the North 
Dakota has far eclipsed the showing 
of her sister ship and rival for Ameri- 
can naval supremacy, the Delaware. 
Her turbine engines during the trials 
thus far completed have develoyed a 
greater top-speed and have generated 
power for a low speed at less ex- 
pense to coal and oil supplies than did 
the reciprocating engines of the Dela- 
ware in her trials of a month ago. 

But in exceeding the Delaware's 
performances the North Dakota sacri- 
ficed one life, that of 16-year-old John 
Souden of Quincy, who died at Ports- 
mouth naval hopsital; also injured 
three others, one of whom may die. 
The accident happened on Friday, in 
the course of the battleship’s four- 
hour test. A boiler tube split, filling 
the fireroom with scalding steam and 
rendering four boilers unfit for use. 
Young Souden never recovered from 
the physical shock, although just af- 
ter the accident he cried out to the 
officers not to mind him, but drive 
the ship to a record. 

The coal bunkers of the North Da- 
kota were emptied of 106.2 tons dur- 
ing her twenty-four hours’ test. In 
this same test the Delaware consumed 
111 tons. It had been expected that 
the turbine engines would require 
more coal than the reciprocating en- 
gines of the Delaware. The recorded 
water rate during the test was 22.7 
pounds per brake horsepower, per 
hour. It was stipulated in the gov- 
ernment contract that not more than 
25 pounds should be consumed, a sav- 
ing from the contract figures of 2.3 
pounds per hour. 

The revolutions of the North Da- 
kota’s monel niekel composition pro- 
pellers averaged 143.162 a minute. 
The horsepower developed, including 
auxiliaries, was 4000. 

After anchoring about five miles 
east of Boston light yesterday for the 
purpose of cleaning fires and oiling 
machinery and making other prepara- 
tions, the North Dakota _ again 
steamed out to sea. This was the 
Start of another twenty-four-hour 
test. On this trial the great battle- 
ship was keyed up to a 19-knot pitch. 
At this time she will be pushed con- 
tinuously, devouring coal, oil and wa- 
ter, until the ship’s clock shall have 
sounded twice around the bells of the 
watch divisions. 

The North Dakota {fs the first bat- 
tleship of the United States navy to 
be equipped with turbine engines 
The different tests being made of 
these engines are of the greatest im- 
portance. 

The North Dakota is exceeded in 
tonnage only by H. M. S. Neptune, 
Great Britain's gigantic battleship, re- 
cently launched, which is described 
as 30 percent more powerful than the 
Delaware. The Neptune has a dis- 
placement of 20,250 tons and will cost 
$2,000,000 when completed. The to- 
tal displacement of the North Dakota 
is 20,000 tons. 

As far as armament is concerned, 
however, the North Dakota will be in 
the lead, it is said. She will have the 
most formidable battery in the world 
—10 18-inch breech-loading rifles and 
two 21-inch submerged torpedo tubes. 
There is also a secondary battery of 
14 five-inch rapid fire guns, four three- 
pounders, four one-pounders, two 
three-inch field pieces and two ma- 
chine guns. 

The main battery will launch at one 
broadside 850 pounds of steel. It will 
cost $100 to fire one of her 12-inch 
guns. The guaranteed speed of the 
North Dakota will be 23 knots, which 
she has already exceeded. To man 
her 900 officers and men will be re- 
quired.

KING’S PLAIN TALK 
WITH HIS PREMIER 


Fight Batween Lords and Com- 
mons Must Be Averted 


8.—King Edward is 
in an earnest controversy with Pre- 
mier Asquith over the budget. The 
king cares little about the budget it- 
self, but he desires intensely to 
smooth away the conflict between the 
house of lords and the commons. 

Of the possible results of this con- 
flict the king has said: “It may leave 
me the only hereditary institution in 
the three kingdom.” 

When the king summoned Asquith 
to Balmoral castle he told the premier 
peremptorily that the fight between 
the lords and commons must be avert- 
ed at all cost. The king proposed that 
Asquith drop the land taxes on con- 
dition that the house of lords agree to 
pass the rest of the budget. The 
premier refused to listen to terms 
which, he-said, would drive practi- 
cally his whole party into revolt. But 
Asquith offered to consider any 
proposition for a possible compromise 
with which Lord Lansdowne, the op- 
position leader in the house of lords, 
might approach him. 

It is learnd that the last words the 
king uttered to the premier at this re- 
markable interview were: “An  ac- 
commodation must be arrived at.” 


A FOOTBALL ROMANCE 


Chicago Girl “Bet” Herself on a Game 
and “Lost” to Suitor 

Chicago, Nov. 8.—There is a warm 
spot in the heart of Theodore Syver- 
son of New York for the University of 
Chicago football team, for its victory 
over Northwestern, 34 to 0, won him 
Miss Marie Hermes for a bride. She 
left for New York today to become the 
wife of Syverson in “The Little 
Church Around the Corner.” 

Miss Hermes is an_ enthusiastic 
football fan. Three years aga she 
met Syverson at Marshall field. A 
year later he proposed marriage un- 
successfully. 

Recently Syverson pressed the girl 
for a definite answer. “Are you will- 
ing to risk getting me on a wager?” 
she asked. 

“I'll do anything to get your consent 
to our marriage," declared her suitor. 

“If Chicago defeates Northwestern I 
will marry you,” announced the girl. 

“T'll accept the bet if the marriage 
is to take place at once if I win,” re- 
plied Syverson, and Miss Hermes 
agreed.

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PROTECT MORE 
POWER SITES 


Ballinger’s Claim For Withdraw- 
als Ordered by Him 


HE EXPLAINS HIS ACTION 


Says That Not a Single Power Site 
Has Passed Out of Possession of 
Government During Present Ad- 
ministration—Cancellation of Gar- 
field Order Necessary to Prosecute 
Policy of Conserving Water 


Washington, Nov. 8.—Secretary of 
the Interior Ballinger’s widely dis- 
cussed revocation of the famous “Gar- 


field order” withdrawing from settle- 
ment a million and a half acres of 
public lands and the substitution 
therefor of a withdrawal order with- 
holding from settlement 300,000 acres, 
is declared by Ballinger to have been 
wholly promotive—not subversive—of 
the conservation policy. 

A lengthy explanation of his can- 
cellation of the Garfield withdrawal 
was given to the press by Ballinger, 
who asserted that it was a logical step 
in the prosecution of the policy of 
conserving the water on the federal 
domain, and one which Mr. Garfield 
most have taken himself, had he re- 
mained in office. 

“The first order was a blanket with- 
drawal issued to meet an emergency 
and without taking time to ascertain 
just where the power sites were lo- 
cated,” Ballinger said. 

“Intelligent prosecution of the policy 
demanded that as soon as_ possible 
thereafter these sites be located and 
the lands not needed to protect them 
be restored to entry. It would be an 
unwarranted reflection on Secretary 
Garfield to assume that he would not 
have done precisely what I did, as- 
certain as soon as practicable where 
the power sites were actually located 
and issue a new order withdrawing 
them from settlement and restoring to 
entry all lands not needed for that 
purpose. 

“I found that by utilizing the geo- 
logical survey, instead of the recla- 
mation service, which had been em- 
ployed by my predecessor, I could 
secure accurate information as to the 
location of the power sites. On con- 
sultation with the legal officers of my 
department I found that I could make 
withdrawal orders retroactive; that 
is, that I could issue withdrawal or- 
ders later which would effectually pro- 
tect any power sites within any en- 
tries which might have been made in 
the interim. The retroactive provi- 
sion of the subsequent withdrawals 
operated completely to conserve the 
sites. 

“Not a single power site has passed 
out of the possession of the govern- 
ment during this administration,” 
continued the secretary. “As a mat- 
ter of fact the withdrawals ordered by 
me protected 50 percent more power 
sites than were conserved by the Gar- 
field order. This implies no criti- 
cism of the Garfield order and merely 
shows that the Garfield order was 
tentative.” 

Secretary Ballinger said that his or- 
ders of withdrawal do not protect 
power sites with forest reservations, 
and explained that previously he of- 
fered to include power sites on forest 
reservations, but the offer was de- 
clined on the ground that the forest 
service could take care of such sites. 


ROOSEVELT IS SAFE 


Last Word from Party Said Nothing 
of Anything Happening to Him 

Entebbe, Uganda, Nov. 8.—The 
rumors that harm has come to Col- 
onel Roosevelt may be denied with as- 
surance. 

The following message from the 
British commissioner at Eldama Ra- 
vine was received here: 

“Roosevelt was in excellent health 
on Oct. 28, and news of the party 
received on Oct. 30 reported all well. 
A letter dated Nov. 3 has been re- 
ceived from the party, which at the 
time the message was sent were on 
the Guas Ingishu plateau. The letter 
made no mention at all of Roosevelt. 
If any of the party is sick we, the 
nearest medical help, have received 
no news of such sickness.” 


NEW BEDFORD CURTAILMENT 


Schedules of Production Reduced by 
All Corporations but One 

New Bedford, Mass., Nov. 8.—Be- 
ginning today all the cloth mills in 
this city, excepting the Whitman cor- 
poration, will curtail their production. 
The mills will start at 6:50 a. m. in- 
stead of 6:30. This will reduce the 
hours of labor from 68 per week to 56, 
a curtailment of about 3% percent. 

This curtailment of twenty minutes 
a day will affect 13,714 operatives. 
While the loss of twenty minutes a 
day will not seriously affg the pay 
envelope of the individua® uperative, 
in the total it will amount to several 
thousand dollars a week.

Mental Assassination of Ene- 
mles Lald to Mrs, Stetson 


TESTIMONY OF Mi MRS. REMER 


Head of New York Church Had Told 
Persons During “Audible Treat- 


ment” That They Were Ripe For 


Destruction—Error Commanded to 
Die—Present First Reader Adds His 
Testimony to the Controversy 


New York, Nov. 8.—Adherents of 


Virgil O. Strickler and others who be- 
lieve that Mrs. Augusta E. Stetson, 


for twenty-three years head of the 
First Church of Christ, Scientist, this 
city, should be excommunicated for 

“mental malpractice”’—a subject that 
has agitated Christian Science circles 
here and the mother church in Bos- 
ton—issued a statement disclosing in- 
teresting phases of the case. 

This statement includes testimony 
given by Mrs. Kate Remer, one of 
Mrs. Stetson’s students, before the 
directors of the mother church in Bos- 
ton; extracts from a diary kept by 
Virgil O. Strickler, the present first 
reader of the local church, and a letter 
written by Mrs. Remer to Richurd 
Verral, who, after seventeen years 
as a student of Mrs. Stetson, has re- 
pudiated her. 

Audible treatment is the Christian 
Science euphonism for the casting of 
spells by means of hypnotic sugges- 
tions at a distance, which dark prac- 
tice it is alleged was employed by 
Mrs.. Stetson to compass the destruc- 
tion of her enemies. 

This is a sample of Mrs. Remer’'s 
testimony as given out: 

Q—Did you ever hear Mrs. Stetson 
in the course of one of her audible 
treatments say to any person that he 
or she was ripe for destruction? 
A—Yes. 

Q—Did you ever hear her say in 
one of those treatments: “Go to your 
place. If it be in God, then go there, 
but if not, then go to the other place?” 
A—Yes. 

Q—Did you ever hear Mrs. Stetson 
say to her students assembled in one 
of those meetings that “In extreme 
cases, when you know that some one 
is trying to nill you mentaily, it is 
proper for us to defend ourselves and 
to take them up by name and work 
against them?” A—Yes. 

Q—Did you ever hear her make 
this declaration after mentioning the 
name of some person: “I command 
errer in you to die. The law of truth 
to error is, thou shalt surely die, but 
Il say to you, error, die, and if it has 
to take its embodiment with it, what 
is that to me?” A—Yes 

Q—Ever hear Mrs. Stetson call 
herself the only witness of Christian 
Science? A—I think so. 

Q—Have you ever heard her refer 
to the possibility or probability or 
certainty that the time would come 
whe she would be the only teacher of 
Christian Science? A—Yes. 

Q—Have you ever heard her refer 
to the possibility that she did or would 
at some time receive mental com- 
munications from Mrs. Eddy? A—Oh, 
yes. 

Q—Did she say Mrs. Eddy would 
speak to or through her only—or in 
other words, that she would be the 
only one through whom or to whom 
Mrs. Eddy would speak? A—I think 
she implied that. 

A letter written by Mrs. Remer to 
Verrall on the night she gave her tes- 
timony in Boston says, among other 
things: 

“I never was up against anything so 
fierce in my life. The questions are 
simply dreadful. They ask whether 
you are speaking from the fourth di- 
mension.” 

An extract from a diary kept by 
Strickjgr was also made public. In 
this he’says: 

“I then repeated several of the 
things that she (Mrs. Stetson) had 
said in her treatment of Mr. —— and 
others, and asked her what her atti- 
tude would be at this time with re- 
spect to them, and she said she would 
deny she had said them, that she was 
now in the ‘absolute’ and that those 
things were not by her real self, 
therefore, she could with perfect pro- 
priety deny that she had said them. 

“It began to dawn on me that by 
this sort of reasoning I might com- 
mit murder or arson, and if by any 
mischance I should be caught I could 
say I have never done it, and would 
go scot free simply because it was the 


darned old human that did it, and, 


what was not me. An immunity bath 
is not in it with this sort of logic.” 
Mrs. Stetson in a statement issued 
last night sets up a justification of 
those teachings and practices which 
the Boston officials had condemned. 


Issuance of this statement is ex-, 


pected to result in the immediate 
prosecution by the Boston officials of 
proceedings looking to the excom- 
munication of Mrs. Stetson. 
Foundation for this action is found 
in that fact that instead of making a 
confession of wrong doing following 
the second admonition administered 
by the directors of the mother church 
in Boston, Mrs. Stetson has chosen 
to defend those teachings and prac- 
tices which the highest authorities in 
the church had declared to be wrong- ;

TRIALS SATISFACTORY 


Turbines of Battleship North Dakota 
Show Their Superior Efficiency 

Boston, Nov. 9.—The new battle- 
ship North Dakota, which completed 
her trial trips yesterday, anchored at 
President Roads last night and pro- 
ceeded to Fore River today to receive 
the finishing touches preparatory to 
delivery to the government. 

H. G. Smith, general manager of 
Fore River Shipbuilding company, re- 
ported the trials satisfactory in every 
particular. 

The turbines with which this ship is 
equipped have showed their superior 
efficiency by a coal consumption of 
only 295 tons, which is 20 tons less 
than was required by the recoprocat- 
ing engines on the battleship Dela- 
ware, which recently completed her 
trials. 


PAPERS IN CASE

Mrs. Astor Granted a Divorce 
From Her Husband 


New York, Noy. 9.—Mrs. John 
Jacob Astor was granted an interlocu- 
tory decree of divorce from her hus- 
band, Colonel Astor, by Justice Mills, 
sitting in the supreme court in this 
city. All papers in the case were 
sealed and the proceedings were most 
carefully guarded. 

Mrs. Astor, it is claimed, will re- 
ceive $10,000,000. Furthermore, it ts 
declared that Mrs. Astor is to have 
possession of the daughter, Alva, 
while Astor is to have the son, Vin- 
cent. It is understood that Mrs. As- 
tor will not receive any of her hus- 
band’s real estate. 


RECORD CATCH OF FISH 


The Tattler Brings Half a Million 
Pounds of Cod to Gloucester 

Gloucester, Mass., Nov. 9.—The 
fishing schooner Tattler arrived in 
this port with the largest fare of salt- 
ed fish ever brought to Gloucester. In 
the cargo was a full 500,000 pounds 
of cod, valued at $17,000, a percent- 
age of which will be divided among 
the twenty-seven men of the crew. 

Captain Geel told of a hurricane 
Wednesday night that nearly cost the 
lives of five members of the crew. 

The schooner was thrown on her 
beam ends in the storm. Seaman 
Chemist was thrown overboard, while 
four other men were hurled against 
the jumper boom and a coil of cable 
with great force. 

As soon as the Tattler could be 
hove to a rope was thrown out for 
Chemist, who managed to grasp the 
life line and was pulled to safety. 


FOREIGNERS PARTICIPATE 


Funeral of Chinese Dowager Empress, 
Who Died Twelve Months Ago 


Pekin, Nov. 9.—The funeral of the 
dowager empress of China, who died 
twelve months ago, took place today, 
the procession starting from this city 
on its eighty miles of funeral route 
to the eastern tombs. 

The Chinese foreign board issued a 
thousand tickets to foreigners who 
witnessed the start of the funeral pro- 
cession. The guards of the different 
legations stationed in the capital par- 
ticipated in the cortege inside ths 
city.

New York, Nov. 9.—Trapped in an 
inferno of exploding and lava-like 
celluloid, nine persons were burned 
to death in a $500,000 fire which de- 
stroyed the Robert Morrison & Son 
comb factory in Brooklyn.

DISCUSSES GONTEMPT CASE 


Declares it to Be Duty of Citizens to 
Refuse Obedience to Court Deci- 
sions When Judges Transcend Their 
Authority—Says “Good Will Come 
Out of the Attempt to Seal the Lips 
of Men of Labor” 


Toronto, Nov. 9.—President Gom- 
pers lost no time in presenting the 
Bucks Stove company injunction case 
to the delegates of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, in convention here. 
In his annual address he fired a hot 
shot at the American courts. 

The court of appeals of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia a few days ago up- 
held the sentencing of President Gom- 
pers, Vice President Mitchell and 
Secretary Moryison of the Federation 
to jail terms for disobeyinlg an injunc- 
tlon prohibiting the boycott of the 
Bucks Stove company. 

After reviewing the history of the 
controversy President Gompers said: 

“Concretely stated, the decision of the 
court declares that no matter whether 
the injunction of Justice Gould was 
right or wrong, valid or void, we were 
compelled to obey. 

“Against that, at least for myself, lL 
enter a most emphatic protest. When 
a judge so far transcends his authority 


and assumes functions entirely be- 
yond his power and jurisdiction; when 
a judge will set himself up as the 


highest in the land, invading consti- 
tutionally guaranteed rights of citi- 
zens; when a judge will go so far in 
opinion, decision and action that even 
judges of the court of appeals have 
felt cajled upon to characterize his ac- 
tion as unwarranted and foolish—un- 
der such circumstances it is the duty 
of the citizens to refuse obedience and 
to take whatever consequences may 
ensue. 

“I repeat and emphasize that the 
doctrine that the citizen must yield 
obedience to every order of the court, 
notwithstandinig that order transcends 
inherent, natural, human rights guar- 
anteed by the constitution of our 
country, is vicious and repugnant to 
liberty and human freedom, and that 
it is the imperative duty to protest. 

“Out of this attempt to seal the lips 
of the men of labor I believe will come 
good. We have come too far in the 
march of human progress for any set 
of influences to drive us back into 
slavery. 

“The language and manner of Jus- 
tice Wright in delivering his opinion 
upon the suit of the men charged with 
disobeying the terms of the injunc- 
tion, the fact that he had given his 
opinion or permitted it to be given out 
in advance, the whole mockery and 
formality of asking us whether we had 
any reasons to assign why sentence 
should not be pronounced, when he 
had determined on the sentence in 
advance; all these, as well as the 
matter and manner of the arrange- 
ment for the scene and the delivery 
of the opinion and sentence, indi- 
cated the unfitness of the man to wear 
the judicial robe and occupy the judi- 
cial position.” 

Touching upon the eight-hour bill, 
Gompers remarked that many strenu- 
ous efforts have been made to obtain 
an amendment to the federal eight- 
hour law, so as to extend its benefi- 
cent provisions to all government em- 
ployes and employes of contractors 
doing work for the government, 

“We should press the demands for 
a bill for an eight-hour day to cover 
the field here described and hasten the 
*ime when the unnecessary and un- 
economic ten-hour day will have for- 
ever passed in our wonderfully pro- 
ductive workshops, bearing ever in 
mind that reducing the hours increas- 
es the pay, adds longer and happler 
years of life, reduces disease and is 
a never-failing preventative or cure 
for the pest white plague.” 


VICTORY FOR INSURGENTS 


Yankee Marksmen Help Them in the 
Nicaraguan Rebellion 

Colon, Nov. 9.—Confirmation of an 
insurgent victory over the government 
troops at Paso Las Lajas was received 
here by wireless from Bluefields. 

The rebels killed 200 government 
troops. General Chamorra, leading 
the government soldiers, was killed 
by American sharpshooters. The 
Yankee marksmen were mainly re- 
sponsible for the insurgents’ victory. 


Jew Colony Would Be Failure 

Chicago, Nov. 9.—“If the Jews of 
America were all gathered together in 
& community where there was no oth- 
er creed or people, they would not 
live by their own efforts forty-eight 
hours.” This declaration was made 
by Samuel Alschuler, a Jewish 
scholar, in an address to a Jewish 
society of research in this city. 


Civil Law Restored In Catalonia 

Madrid, Nov. 9.—The Spanish 
government has restored the constitu- 
tional guarantees in the Catalonian 
provinces of Barcelona and Gerona, 
which were suspended last July when 
the revolt broke out in those prov- 


inces.

FEARS OF GREAT DISASTER 


Possibility That Earthquake May Be 
Unusually Long 


Responsible For 


Period of Silence—Upheaval of Wa- 
ters Has Perhaps Rendered Cables 
Unfit For Use—Halifax Cable Offi- 
cials and Merchants Anxious } 


Halifax, Nov. 11.—Mystery sur- 
rounds the cutting off of all communi- 
cation with the island of Jamaica. 

The island, so far as information as 
to what is going on there, or what 
may have occurred, is shut off from , 
the rest of the world, and dread fore- 
bodings are springing up concerning 
the welfare of its inhabitants. 


Not a word has come over the 
cables since Saturday, and all at- 
tempts to secure a response to the | 
operator's signals on this end have 


proven utter failures. 

The last cable received on that day | 
stated that a hurricane of unprece- 
dented severity was then sweeping 
over the island and contained the re- 
port that all the land lines had been 
destroyed. 

Reports from Albany, N. Y., in- 
dicate that the possibility exists that 
an earthquake may have shaken the 


island, as the seismograph at the 
New York state museum recorded 
earth movements yesterday, begin- 
ning at 1:38 m. and ending at 
2:40.

MAGNETISM. a 


Bome of the Peculiar Properties of This 


Strange Force. | 
The true nature of magnetism as 
such, of course, is not known. All 


that we can be sure of is that mag- 
netic attraction does not radiate out- 
ward in all directions as does light, 
but simply acts along lines consisting | 
of closed curves and called lines of 
force, these lines connecting the two 
poles and not extending very far out- | 
ward between them. These curves 
may be found very nicely by placing a | 
horseshoe magnet under a thin sheet 
of paper and sprinkling iron filings on | 
top. The filings will collect along the 
lines. 

Now, as to the different kinds of 
magnets, there are natural, artificial 
and electro magnets. The natural ongs | 
are found as magnetic ore in the earth, 
the artificial ones are made by stroking 
a piece of tron or steel with a mag- 
net, and the electro magnets are caus- | 
ed by the action of an electric current. | 

Some peculiar things have been no- 
ticed in regard to magnetism, among 
which are the following facts: 

It has been observed that fire frons 
that have rested in one position dur- 
tng the summer months are often high- 
ly magnetized, no doubt having been 
caused by the magnetism of the earth 
itself by the process known as induc- | 
tion. Other fron articles that stay in 


tact witb fire or other heat are often | 
found in the same condition, such as 
fron bars to jail windows and iron 
railings in front of houses, 

The most peculiar observation made. 
however, was that the upper part of 


‘the steel tire of a carriage wheel at- 


tracts the north pole of a magnet, 
while the bottom part, or part in con- 
tact with the earth, attracts the south 
pole. This is in the northern hemi- 
sphere only and is fully in accord with 
the theory of induced magnetism. Of 
course in the southern hemisphere, | 
where the earth is under the influence 
of the south magnetic pole, the condi- 
tions are reversed 

A magnet dipped into bolling water 
loses a great part of its magnetism, 
which is miraculously restored to it on 
becoming cool again 

A sharp blow given toa magnet will 
cause it to magnetism. Also 
the application beat will have a 
like effect 

If a magnetic needle be placed over 
a rapidly revolving plate of copper, al- 
though it be separated from it by a 
thick plate of glass, the needle will 
revolve in the same direction as the 
plate.—Exchange. 


THE ELEPHANT IN BATTLE. 


Most Docile Yet Courageous and Faith- 
ful of Animals. 

Of the docility of the elephant there 
is no need to multiply examples. It is 
said that in India native women some- 
times when called away intrust their 
babies to the care of “the handed one,” | 
confident that they will be safe and 
tenderly handled. 

But of all elephant stories surely the 
finest is that which tells how the 
standard bearing elephant of the Pejsh- 
Wa won a great victory for its Mah- 
ratta lord. At the moment when the 
elephant had been told to halt its ma- 
hout was killed. The shock of battle 
closed aroynd it, and the Mahratta 
forces were borne back, but still the 
elephant stood, and the standard which 
it carried still flew, so that the Peish- 
wa’s soldiers could not believe that 
they were indeed being overcome and, 
rallying, in their turn drove the enemy 
backward till the tide swept past the 
rooted elephant and left it towering 
colossal among the slain. The fight 
was over and won, and then they 
would have had the elephant move 
from the battlefield, but it waited stil! 
for the dead man’s voice. |

HORSESHOE LUCK. 


An Old Myth That Goes Back to the 
Greeks and Their Sea God. ! 

Of all the emblems for good fortune 
the horseshoe stands among the first. 
Everybody knows it is unlucky to pass ' 
a horseshoe on the road without pick- 
ing it up. It is a luck emblem of the 
greatest power. We are indebted for | 
this statement to old tales centuries in | 
age that have descended from father 
to son, from mother to daugbter, ; 
through the years. 

The old myths repay research. The 
luck of the horseshoe has a most re: | 
spectable beginning. It is traced to the | 
religion of the old Greeks and their sea | 
god, Poseidon, who was identical with | 
the Roman sea god Neptune. | 

To Poseidon horses were sacred, and | 
to him they were sacrificed. Poseidon 
was believed to have created the first | 

ground with | 
his trident and a horse sprang frorr | 
the hole, which afterward became a! 
The sea god was the lord of 
springs. To him all springs were 
ascribed. Ip the shape of a horse he 
sometimes wandered by the shores of 
his ocean domain, and where he struck 
his hoofs deeply there the waters gush- | 
}ed out and permanent springs were | 
| found. This is the reason why horse- | 
| shoes are reckoned lucky. Going to the | 
root of the matter, one sees a nature | 
myth as the root principle. From the | 
sea all rain comes, and to the sea all 
springs owe prima! origin, and to the | 
rain and the fresh waters, sea derived, | 
we owe all fertility on earth. | 

The old Greeks therefore worshiped | 
Poseidon as the fortune giver through | 
his springs. They gave hit horses, his | 
precious beasts, and they adored the; 
footprints of horses when they found | 
them, for they might be the very foot- 
prints of the god himself. 

When the horses came to be shod the | 
transition of the luck emblem from the | 
footprint itself to the shoe mark, prac- | 
tically the same thing. was easy. 

Pegasus. the winged horse, from 
whose hoofs the water springs gushed 
copiously when be came to earth, has | 
been credited with the origin of the | 
horseshoe luck.

Thanksgiving In Moses’ Time. 

In some respects our Thanksgiving 
resembies the Jewish feast of taber- 
nacles. That was a national institu- 
tion appointed by the great Jewish 
lawgiver, Moses. It was also called 
“the feast of ingathering,” held an- 
nually at the end of the harvest sea- 
son. By dwelling during the feast in 
crude booths, or tabernacles, built of 
the branches of olive, palm or pine 
trees outside the walls of Jerusalem 
and within the streets, the Israelites 
were reminded of the struggles of 
their forefathers in the wilderness, 
unhoused, sometimes in despair, then 
filled with hope, ever pushing on in 
search of “the better country,” where 
they might develop their national life.

‘ABINET SYMPATHY DIVIDED 


Administration Circles Favor Presi- 
dent Settling Quarrel at Once and 
* For All Time—Ballinger Issues Or- 
der Withdrawing Eight Thousand 
Acres of Land In Five States and 
New Mexico, Saving Power Rights 


Washington, Nov. 13.—President 
Taft does not intend that his adminis- 
tration shall lose the services of either 
Richard Ballinger, secretary of the 
interior, or Gifford Pinchot, forvster, 
if he can help it. Hven the members 
of his cabinet are in the dark as to 
what his plans are, but they have ev- 


ery reason to believe that he still 
hopes to be able to settle the so0- 
called Ballinger-Pinchot quarrel, now 


more acute than ever before, without 
any break in his administration forces. 
Outsiders are as a rule coming more 
to the belief that Mr. Taft has an im- 
possible task on his hands.

Taking time by the forelock, Ballin- 
ger yesterday issued an order for the 
conservation of the waterpower rights 
on public lands. Without waiting for 
decisive legislation to learn what will 
eventually be done with many lands 
valuable for waterpower, the secre- 
tary withdrew from disposition over 
8000 acres of such land located in the 
states of Montana, Idaho, Colorado, 
Washington and Wyoming and New 
Mexico. 

This land being in the public 
domain will probably be affected by 
legislation to be enacted during the 
next congress. Until congress decides 
just what is to be done with the land 
and the terms upon which it is to be 
utilized, the secretary will keep a 
tight hold upon it.

Victims Nearly Al! Natives of India— 
Disaster Came So Quickly That 
There Was No Time For Panic or to 
Lower Boats—Many Trapped In

Singapore, 
steamer running 
Java and Singapore and on her way to 
this port, was in collision Sunday with 
the steamer Onda of the British-India 
line and sank within two minutes 

Seven European passengers, includ- 
ing Baron and Baroness Beniczky, the 
captain of La Seyne, five European 
officers and eighty-eight others, com- 
prising native passengers and mem- 
bers of the crew, were drowned. 

The accident occurred about 4 
o'clock in the morning in a thick haze. 
The vessels were steaming at a good 
speed and the Seyne was cut almost 
in half. 

There was no time for panic nor for 
any attempt on the part of the officers 
of the foundering steamer to get out 
the boats 

The majority of those on board were 


caught in their berths and carried 
down with the vessel. 
The force of the collision brought 


the Onda to almost a dead stop aud 
her engines were at once slowed down 
and her boats lowered. 

The rescue work proved thrilling, 
for not only were the rescuing parties 
impeded by darkness, but shoals of 
sharks were already attacking those 
clinging to pieces of wreckage in the 
water. 

Sixty-one persons from the ill-fated 
steamer were finally dragged into the 
boats and brought by the Onda to this 


port. Many of them had been bitten 
by sharks and several are severely 
injured. 


SUFFRAGE FOR WOMEN 


Federation of Labor Goes on Record

A. Frank Bussell, for many years 4! 
resident of Quincy, was overcome by 
a stroke of apoplexy Saturday after- 
noon at the rooms of the Boston 
checker club in the American House, 
Boston ,and died shortly after at the 
Relief hospital, where he was taken.

He still re- 
tained his interest in the building 
and was more or less engaged in real 
estate in Boston and other places. 

He was an enthusiastic and an ex- 
pert checker player, and was a mem- 
ber of the Boston Checker club. Sat- 
urday he played a few games and 
then retired to a side room where he 
was found unconscious. He was a 
member of the Masonic and Odd Fel- 
low fraternities. He leaves two 
brothers, H. A. Bussell of South 
Framingham and Pinder Bussell who 
resides in the west.

for such a license . He had made this 
a personal matter. If licenses are 
granted you will not see what you do 
in Boston. There are men in Quincy 
today loaning money and charging 15 
and 20 per cent. 

Councilman Whiton opposed the mo- 
tion. There were many reasons why a 
license should be granted. Any per- 
son who desires to raise money has 
to pay excessive interest or go to Bos- 
ton. 

Councilman Abele favored the mo- 
tion. Quincy was not prepared as yet 
to grant such a license. Such busi- 
ness should remain in Boston. If we 
have a pawnshop we néed a more effi- 
cient police force. The present force 
ean hardly take care of the liquor law 
now. 

Councilman Bryant said he had been 
up against Robert Treat Paine and his 
system. He did not want to see a 
pawnbroker’s sign in Quincy. The 
majority of people who pawn goods 
do so when they do not know what 
they are doing. They are taking some- 
thing from their family. He did not 
want to see the opportunity in Quincy 
for a man to take something from his 
house and pawn it to get money to go 
to Boston and get drunk. 

Councilman Whiton did not believe 
it would make any difference to a 
man who wanted to get drunk as he 
could go to Boston just the same. If 
the business can be conducted in a 
proper way it was a good thing. He 
had nothing against it morally. 

Councilman Russell said all the 
money, received from pawns was not 
spent for rum. He considered a pawn- 
shop a necessary evil. If you had a 
due bill to cash and had to pay the 
rates some people charge to cash it, 
you would favor a pawnshop.

Necessary For the President fo 
Carry Out His Program 


HAS STARTED HIS ROUND-UP

Cummins, Regarded as an 


gent,” and Other Leading States- 
men to Be Asked to Go Over Rec- 
ommendations to Congress—Amend- 


ment to Interstate Commerce and 


Anti-Trust Laws Uppermost 


Washington, Nov. 16.—President 
Taft is about to begin a series of con- 
ferences with influential Republican 
members of congress with respect to 
the tentative legislative program he 
has prepared. He is exceedingly 
anxious to bring harmony out of a 
somewhat chaotic situation which now 
exists. 

Senator Cummins of Iowa will be 
one of the first men with whom the 
president will go over the proposed 
recommendations to congress. The 
president is particularly anxious to 
get the views of the Iowa senator on 
postal savings banks and changes in 
the interstate commerce law. 

During the last regular session of 
congress Cummins indicated that he 
would exert all the influence he can 
command to defeat the enactment of a 
postal savings bank law unless pro- 
visions shall made for the reten- 
tion of deposits in the localities from 
which the money is gathered up. It 
is pretty well understood that the 
president hopes to bring the support 
of the Iowa senator to this pro- 
posed legislation. Cummins is also 
regarded as one of the insurgent sen- 
ators who has some very positive 
views on the sort of interstate com- 
merce legislation that should be en- 
acted. 

Following the conference with the 
Iowa senator the president will go 
over the proposed interstate com-

merce legislation with Representative ; 


Mann of Chicago, the new chairman 
of the house committee on interstate 
and foreign commerce. This appoint- 
ment for Mann was made the day con- 
gress adjourned last summer. Many 
other and representatives 
have been asked here for conference. 

Public men have an impression that 
the president is somewhat nervous 
over the situation which confronts 
him. He foresees that unless he can 
obtain the support of a united party 
in congress his entire legislative pro- 
gram is likely to be endangered. 

President Taft will begin a consid- 
eration in a few days of the amend- 
ment to the interstate commerce and 
anti-trust laws which he will recom- 
mend to congress in his forthcoming 
message. Among those he will call 
into council on the subject are At- 
torney General Wickersham, Chair- 
man Knapp of the interstate com- 
merce commission, Senator Elkins 
and other senators and representatives 
who are members of the committee 
that will have the amendment in 
charge.

MAJESTY OF THe LAW 


Tennesseeans Find That It Is Upheld 
by the Supreme Court 

Washington, Nov. 16.—Ninety 
days’ imprisonment was imposed upon 
ex-Sheriff Joseph F. Shipp of Chat- 
tanooga by the supreme court of the 
United States for contempt of court in 
failing to prevent the lynching of a 
negro, Ed Johnson, convicted of rape, 
but whose execution had been stayed 
by the court. Luther Williams and 
Nick Nolan were sentenced to im- 
prisonment for ninety days for con- 
nection with the lynching, and Jere- 
miah Gibson, the jailer, Henry Pad- 
gett and William Mayers, all of Chat- 
tanooga, for sixty days. 

The six men, four of whom wer 
members of the lynching mob, were | 
court when sentence was pronounced 
by Chief Justice Fuller, who desig- 
nated the United States jail in the 
District of Columbia as the place of 
imprisonment.

As the result of the general cus- 
tom house investigation resulting from 
the sugar trust exposures, the Boston 
custom house itself was under fire by 
former Secretary of the Treasury 
Shaw, who declared that the Boston 
tustom house is the worst in the 
country. Headed by Surveyor of the 
Port McCarthy the officers of the Bos- 
ton custom house denied the truth of 
Shaw’s charges.

death line and the brutality of the 
guards, giving in detail the horrible 
tortures which were inflicted on the 


Yankee prisoner

Dimmock for his bravery on the bat- 
tlefield, he went on to tell o fsome of 
his own experiences during the four 
years of civil strife.

From 
Bow on the telephone company will 
have an influential voice in the man- 
agement and business policy of the 
telegraph company. 

The passing ot contro] of Western 


Vaion to American Telephone involves 


the ultimate creziion of a huge tele- 
graph and telephone system with 
$842,.000,000 of assets, over $175,- 
600,000 of present gross earnings, 9,- 
481,188 miles of wires and between 


125,000 and 146,000 employes. 

It is understood that the telephone 
company paid 85 for the stock of the 
Western Union, and in Wall street 
Western Union quotations advanced 
to that figure. 

The telephone company is believed 
to have an actual holding large enough 
to control the Western Union. Forty 
percent of any corporation, as a rule, 
will elect the directors, since thou- 
sands of shareholders neglect to vote. |

THE PARAGUAYANS. “33 


| A Lazy, Happy-go-lucky People In a 

Bankrupt Republic. 
The infusion of Spanish blood and 
| customs into the Guarani has produced 
& people with the faults and good qual: 
ities of both in about equal parts. 
Dark of complexion, with strongly 
marked Indian features, essentially 
gentle when unrestrained or not un- 
duly excited, careless of the morrow, 
poor and honest, hospitable and gen- 
erous, indolent and uncultured, strong- 
ly Catholic in theory, but generally lax 
in religious performances as to dog- 
mas—this is a rough sketch of the na- 
tive people of Paraguay. Asuncion, 
the capital, and even the smaller 
places—Villa Rica, San Pedro, Villa del 
Pilar, Villa Concepcion — have their 
aristocratic families, of which the 
daughters and sons are sent to Europe 
to be educated and which maintain an 
exclusiveness that must be almost iso- 
lation. But in general the people min- 
gle readily. 

In the early morning in the streets 
of Asuncion the women gather in their 
long white dresses and barefooted to 
sell thelr wares. The younger women, 
judged by our standard, are beautiful 
and from carrying baskets and water 
jars on their heads bave attained an 
erect and graceful carriage which our 
young women could well imitate. Be- 
sides, when they laugh they show two 
rows of pearls, and their speech in 
soft Guarani patois is worth going far 
to hear. 

When you see Asuncion you see Par- 
aguay, for it is the most advanced 
elty in the republic. Its streets are 
poorly paved, it has mule cars which 
run at long intervals and low speed, 
and the hotel accommodations are not 
exceptional, but there is a kind of lazy, 
happy-go-lucky gayety about the city 
that represents the national feeling. 
Paraguay is hard up—yes, almost stone 
broke. The currency is paper and the 
value so small that for a hundred dol- 
lars one receives a basketful of ragged 
stuff, printed in Germany, to represent 
some nebulous indebtedness of the re- 
public. Gold does not stay long in 
Paraguay, nor does it often enter the 
country.—Van Norden Magazine. 


EXPLOSIVES. 


Best Way to Destroy Gunpowder and, 
Nitroglycerin. 

The best way to destroy ordinary 
black gunpowder is to throw it into a 
stream under conditions that prevent 
any harm coming to human beings or 


animals through the dissolving of the} 


saltpeter. If no suitable stream is 
available, the gunpowder may be stir- 
red with water in tubs, or the dry gun- 
powder may be poured out on the 
ground in a long thin line and ignited 
with a fuse at one end. 

To destroy dynamite cartridges the 
paper wrappings should be carefully 
removed, the bare cartridges laid in a 


row with their ends in contact and the} 


first cartridge ignited with a fuse with- 
out a cap. Even with these precau- 
tions a simultaneous explosion of the 
entire mass may occur, so that it is 
wise to retire to a safe distance. The 
row of cartridges should be laid paral- 
lel with the wind and ignited at the 
leeward end, so that the flame will be 
driven away from the mass. 


Frozen dynamite should be handled! 


with special care, as its combustion is 
peculiarly liable to assume an explo- 
sive character. A small quantity of 
dynamite may be destroyed by throw- 
ing it in very small bits into an open 
fire, or the cartridges may be exploded 
one by one in the open air with fuses 
and caps, 

Dynamite should never be thrown 
into water, as the nitroglycerin which 
it contains remains undissolved and 
capable of doing mischief. Other ex 
plosives which contain nitroglycerin 
should be treated in the same way as} 
dynamite. 

Ammonium nitrate explosives may 
be thrown in smail fragments into an 
open fire or if they do not contain ni- 
troglycerin may be destroyed by means 
of water. Explosive caps should be ex- 
ploded singly with pieces of fuse.—Sci- 
entific American.

Rule of the Autocrat 
Parisian Flat House. 
The “concierge” 
flat dweller's 
existence. His fun 
to be the following: 

The first and most important is to 
collect the rent on quarter day; after 
that he must see that the tenants do 
not surreptitiously remove. The latter 
precaution seems to be somewhat un 
necessary, as rents in Paris are always 
paid in advance. 

He should also bring up your letters 
at least twice a day, but as the con 
cierge is generally a stout, middle aged 
woman who has a decided objection to 
climbing stairs the latter regulation re 
mains somewhat of a dead letter. 

In Paris the front door of most 
houses is generally closed at 10 o'clock. 
After that time admittance can only be 
obtained by ringing a bell. The con- 
clerge is obliged to open the door, and 
she does this, as soon as she is awake, 
by pulling a rope which hangs by her 
bedside. 

If she is a sound sleeper and you are 
accustomed to come home late at night, 
the best thing to do is to look for an- 
other flat, as the concierge will put you 
down as a “bad tenant” and make 
things as unpleasant for you as possi. 
ble. 

If you never stop out late at night, 
receive very few friends and fee her 
heavily at Christmas, the concierge 
will consider you as a “good tenant’ 
until you give notice to leave, when 
her interes(40 you suddenly vanishes. 

As there is nothing more to be ex. 
pected from you and the incoming ten- 
ant is obliged to give a substantial tip, 
called a “denier a Dieu,” she is anx- 
fous to “speed the parting guest” as 
much as possible. 

The concierge does sometimes make 
8 final effort to extract something more 
from you by attempting to make you 
pay a franc for every nail knocked in 
the walls of your flat, but this has been 
decided to be illegal and may be safely 
resisted. 

But the Parisian conclerge is really 
unpopular because she represents a 
landlord.—London Mail.

PHILANTHROPHY CHECKED 


Objection to Use of Cleveland Cottage 
For Tuberculosis Preventorium 

Lakewood, N. J., Nov. 23.—Tne 
controversy over the establishment of 
a tuberculosis preventorium for chil- 
dren in the cottage occupied by the 
late Cleveland here resulted 
in the arrest of Superintendent Wheel- 
wright of the institution. 

He was charged with “Importuning 
minor children into the state” under 
a law passed in 1907, and aimed prin- 
cipally at immigrants. Until a legal 
test is made, it may prevent

Tine Planet Mercury. 
Though Mercury is one of the sm ill- 
est of ‘the planets, it is perhaps the 
most troublesome to the astronomer. 
It Hes so close to the sun that it is 
seen but seldom in comparison with 
the other great planets. Its orbit is 
very eccentric, and it experiences dis- 
turbances by the attraction of other 
bodies in a way not yet fully under- 
stood. A special difficulty has also 
been found in the attempt to place 
Mercury in the weighing scales. We 
can welgh the whole earth, we can 
weigh the sun, the moon and even 
Jupiter and other planets, but Mercury 
presents difficulties of a peculiar char- 
neter. Le Verrier, however, succeeded 
in devising a method of weighing it. 
He demonstrated fhat our earth fs 
attracted by this planet, and he showed 
how the amount of attraction may be 
disclosed by observations of the sun, 
so that from un examination of the ob- 
servations hé made an approximate 
determination of the mass of Mercury. 
Le Verrier’s result indicated that the 
weight of the planet was about the fif- 
teenth part of the weight of the earth. 
In other words, if our earth was placed 
in a balance and fifteen globes, each 
equal to Mercury, were laid in the 
other the scales would hang evenly.— 
“Story of the Heavens.”

“Boston—1915”" was the subject of 


Dr. Edward Cumming’s of the South 


Congregational church, Boston, in his 
address before the Wollaston Con- 
gregationa!l Men’s club  ( Tuesday 
evening. 

The speaker said he was glad to 
help along an understanding of the 
movement and in cpening told of the 
various charitavle and other institu- 
tions’ at present force which tend 
toward the betterment of conditions 
in Boston. 

Continuing, Dr. Cummings said the 


verdict that religious, economic and 


sociological history teaches 
only successful kind of life is that of 
the family. The only 
said the speaker, whic 


organizations 


h are to any 
degree successful are family organ- 
izations. If we should run our busi- 
ness as a great industrial family 
would be more successful and many 
of its preblems would be solved. 

Ministers said Dr. Cummings know 
a great deal about the past and fu- 
ture and very little about the pres- 
ent. It is the same way with our 
schools and colleges. In order to 
make aseful citizens we must teach 
them kow to meet the problems of 
life. 

The object of the “Boston—1915” 
movement is to make Bost the best 
city that it can possibly be made. The 
date 1915, he said, simply stands for 
{the time when certain problems will 
be solved. 

The program of the movement 


briefly outlined will be as follows 


Peginning this year by holding an ex- 
position and engaging tue interest and 
cooperation of everyone possible it 
will next year deal with the trans- 
portation problem; in 1911, with the 


tenements and housing, and so on un- 
til in 1915, a half a dozen of the 
fundamental problems have been 
tackled. 

Roman. Grecian and all other pre- 
vious civilizations have died because 
they were unable to find the law of 
success, and did not realize that it was 
not material riches that count.

MOUNTING PRINTS. 


Good Advice For the Amateur Pho- 
tographer. 

By far the most effective method of 
mounting photographs is that in which 
the print is superimposed upon a Se- 
ries of art shades of paper and other- 
wise known as the multiple system. 


This system consists of mounting

than the one immediately below it, the 


result being that a border or borders | 


of varying width show round the print, 
thus giving it an environment in keep- 
ing with its color and characteristics. 

The sertes of papers which are spe- 
elally manufactured for this method 
of mounting are of many shades and 
thicknesses and possess very fine and 
suitable surfaces, varying in texture 
from rough canvas downward through 
all the shades of grays, browns and 
greens, so that one must be very dif- 
ficult to please who cannot find some- 
thing to exactly suit his requirements. 

These nature papers, to use the cor- 
rect term for them, are obtainable in 
various sizes and thicknesses as well 
us in a specially thin substance called 
“paste on tints.” A very convenient 
size of mount for quarter plate pic- 
tures is 10 by 8 inches, although 8 by 
6 inches is by no means unsuitable for 
the purpose in view. 

It is, however, advisable to keep to one 
size of mount. 

Having made a number of prints, 
each on suitable paper and trimmed 
dowp to the required size, they are 
ready for mounting. <A supply of na- 
ture paper in various tints and thick- 
nesses, a roller squeegee, some sheets 
of clean paper for pasting upon and a 
pot of good photo mountant of the 
kind specilaily manufactured for the 
purpose will be needed. 

Having selected the print, which we 
will assume ts on platinotype or bro- 
mide paper, it will be found that grays 
fare the most sultable colors to mount 
this upon. ‘Take, therefore, four or 
five pieces of “paste on tints” and a 
thick 10 by 8 inches sheet as a foun- 
dation, place one or two of the lighter 
or darker pieces upon it with the print 
upon the top, observe the effect by 
examining one of the corners and keep 
varying the width of the art papers 
showing under the print until a satis 
factory combination has been secured. 
It may be that the print is a nice lit- 
tle seascape with a sailing boat and 
good clouds and a soft elfect generally. 
It will probably look well with a very 
narrow dark border upon a wider light 
one of gray, and the foundation may 
be of a color somewhere between the 
two. A very little experience will be 
necessary to enable the right combina- 
tion to be found. 

In the case of warm prints, such as 
toned bromides, sepia platinotypes, 
etc., there is an infinite range of col- 
ors available from straws down to the 
darkest of browns. 

The mountant should be used spar- 
ingly, the best plan being merely to 
paste round the edges of the tints and 
photograph to the extent of about one- 
quarter of an inch, not more, running 
the paste round with the finger. ‘There 
will be then no risk of cockling, or, 
if preferred, only the top edge of the 
print need be pasted down. 


FOR YOUR BIRDCAGE. 


A Simple and Clever Invention That 
Saves Much Trouble. 

A recent invention provides a very 
convenient means of removing the pa- 
per in the bottom of a birdcage and 
replacing it with a new strip. The 
arrangement is such that If desired the 
paper may be changed without remoy- 
ing the cage from its suspending hook. 
As shown in the accompanying illus- 
tration, the birdeage is provided with 
two downwardly extending hangers, 
which also serve as legs for the-sup- 
port of the cage when it is placed on 
a table or the like. ‘These hangers 
have inwardly extending slots that ter- 
minate in depressions which form bear-

ings for the spindles of a paper roll 
holder. The paper from this roll ex- 
tends over one edge of the cage and 
thence along the bottom of the cage to 
the opposite edge. At the point where 
the paper enters the cage a hopper is 
secured in which fine gravel is stored. 
When it is desired to change the pa- 
per in the cage the soiled strip is 
drawn out and torn off on the edge of 
the cage bottom, which is sharpened 
at this point. The fresh length of pa- 
per which is thus brought into the 
cage is covered with a thin layer of 
gravel, which is fed out of a slot in 
the bottom of the hopper. Thus by a 
single and very simple operation the 


'eage is cleaned and refitted with fresh 


paper and gravel. The hopper for 
gravel is held in place merely by two 
hooks and can therefore be removed 
when desired. The paper holder also 
can be readily removed owing “Yo the 
slots which connect with the bearings. 
This affords a quick method of replac- 
ing the roll with a new one when the 


paper is exhausted.

How Snakes Get Over Ground. 

Although the snake appears to bave 
no legs or feet, it may be said to be 
practically supplied with upward of a 
hundred pairs of them. In fact, each 
joint of the backbone bears a pair of 
ribs, which are mobile and have their 
points attached to the inner surface of 
one of the large transverse, platelike 
scales which clothe the undersurface 
of the body. Thus by the movements 
of the ribs attached to it each plate 
ean be drawn forward and its margin 
applied to the ground. By the succes- 
sive application of these multitudinous 
plates the body can be drawn forward 
in a straight HMne without its being 
thrown into undulations from side to 
side. But rapid movements are also ef- 
fected by such undulations, and ser- 
pents can by pressure and appropriate 
muscular action climb trees and some 
times spring ferward. They also swim 
easily by lateral flexures, but no ser- 
pents advance by vertical bendings of 
the body, though they are so attea 
drawn in such an attitude.

| Nearly Three Thousand Persons Saw

Farmers in the vicinity of Pittsburg, 
Kan., are greatly interested in the 
| scheme of using dynamite to loosen up

Begun In Eleventh Century. 

The great cathedral at Pisa, recently 
| assailed by a mob of Italians because 
of rage at the execution of the an- 
| archist Ferrer in Spain, has long been 
a world’s show place. 

The famous cathedral, of which the 
| leaning tower of Pisa was a part, hav- 
ing formerly been the belfry, was de- 
signed by Boschetto and Rinaldo, fa- 
| mous Itallan architects. It was begun 
{in 1063 and was not completed until 
1118. In the centuries that followed 
Pisa was the scene of many violent 
wars and much bloodshed.

LAW GHANGED 


President In Conference Out- 


lines Suggestions to Congress 


READY TO DICTATE MESSAGE. 


| Julla Zulink, 20 years old, who is to 


Fixed by Commission Is Among Pro-

Washington, Nov. 26.—President | 
Taft devoted an entire afternoon to a 
series of important conferences, | 
chiefly covering the subject of pro- 
posed amendments to the interstate 
commerce laws. 

It is said that he fs practically ready 
now to begin the dictation-of this part 
of his message to congress. There 
were present at the conference Attor- 
ney General Wickersham, Chairman 
Knapp and Commissioner Lane of the 
interstate commerce commission, Dis- 
trict Attorney Sims of Chicago, who 
conducted the government’s prosecu- 
tion in the famous $29,000,000 Stand- 
ard Oil case before Judge Landis, and 
prominent in other cases dealing with 
the interstate commerce and anti- 
trust laws, and Representative Mann 
of Illinois, chairman of the house com- 
mittee on foreign and interstate com- 
merece, 

It is proposed, among other things, 
to establish an interstate commerce 
court of five members to consider ap- 
peals from rates fixed by the/inter- 
state commerce commission. 

The president will also recommend 
legislation to prevent one interstate 
railroad from owning stock in a com- 
peting line and compelling roads thus 
owning stock to dispose of their hold- 
ings within a given time. Legislation 
to prevent the over-issue of stocks and 
bonds and the watering of stocks will 
be one of the strongest recommenda- 
tions Mr. Taft will make. The presi- 
dent’s proposition will be that no 
stocks or bonds shall be issued except 
by permission of the interstate com- 
merce commission after an inquiry has 
been made into the necessity for the 
issue. 

President Taft believes that one of 
the great detriments of the interstate 
commerce law 1s the delay entailed by 
litigation in the courts over an order 
of the commission. In his favoring an 
interstate conrmmerce court he is 
backed up by nearly every member of 
his cabinet and by members of the 
commission. 

The president believes that another 
change in the Interstate commerce law 
should give to the commission the 
power to hear and entertain com- 
plaints against unjust classification of 
merchandise for transportation. It is 
perfectly clear, he declares, that by 
including articles in the same class, 
which ought to pay different rates, 
a railroad can commit exactly the 
same kind of injustice as it would by 
imposing an exorbitant rate as to any 
one class. 

The president will recommeyd that 
the power of the commission be ex- 
tended to include. not only fixing 
rates, after complaint, but also re- 
adjustment of classification if it proves 
on complaint to be unjust. 

To give the commission power to in. 
stitute complaints of its own and not 
to limit it to the consideration of com- 
plaints made from the outside, is an- 
other of the important changes in the 
law to which the president and his 
advisers are devoting considerable at- 
tention. The president believes that 
this authority must be given to the 
commission to make its work truly 
effective. 

A subject which has given the presi- | 
dent and his advisers much concern 
is the proposal to permit railroads to | 
pool rates. The president takes the 
position that railroads should be per- 
mitted to agree upon traffic rates that 
shall not exactly be pooling contracts, | 
but shall constitutte agreements as to | 
rates, provided always that such 
agreements receive the approval of 
the interstate commerce commission. | 


|In this way the operation of the anti- | 
| trust 


law against traffic agreements 
between railroads will be abolished 
and for the absolute prohibition of 
traffic agreements will be substituted 
a requirement that such agreements 
shall meet the approval of a properly 
constituted tribunal.

‘to place orders for a considerable 
number of important vessels. 

Negotiations are going on between 
the Canadian government and a num- 
ber of shipbuilding firms for the es- 
tablishment of one or more modern 
and thoroughly equipped shipbuilding 
yards in Canada and there is every in- 
dication that an announcement will 
be made within a short time that a 
shipyard is to be opened.

STANDARD OIL CASE HISTORY 


Great 


Trust Ordered Dissolved by 
United States Circuit Court. 

When the United States circuit 
court for the eastern district of Mis- 
Souri recently handed down at St. Paul 
its decision ordering the dissolution of 
the Standard Oil Company of New Jer- 
Bey it was the second time the courts 
had grappled with the great oil com- 
bination in an effort to break its power. 

The government filed its complaint 
in the Standard Oil case in November, 
1006, before the United States circuit 
court for the eastern district of Mis- 
sourl. The complaint was directed 


| against the parent organization, known 


as the Standard Oil Company of New 
Jersey, with its various subsidiary cor- 
porations. It was also directed against 
individuals—namely, John D. 
Rockefeller, Williain Rockefeller, Hen- 
ry M. Flagler, Henry H. Rogers (now 
dead), John D. Archbold, Oliver H. 
’ayne and Charles M. Pratt. The 
main company, its branches and these 
individuals were charged with having 
entered into an agreement, combina- 
tion and conspiracy to restrain trade 
and commerce among the several 
states, to monopolize the trade in pe- 
troleum, in its purchase and its ship- 
ment and transportation by pipe Ine, 
steamships and by rail; also in the 
manufacture and refining of petroleum. 
The United States asked for a per- 
petual injunction and for the dissolu- 
tion of the Standard Oil combination.

Hearings were held in New York, 
Washington, Chicago, Cleveland and 
St. Louis, about 400 witnesses being 


examined. The case finally reached 
the full bench of four judges compris- 
ing the United States circuit court of 
the St. Louls district, of which Judge 
Sanborn !s a member. The arguments 
in behalf of the government were made 
by Frank B. Kellogg of St. Paul and 
ex-United States Attorney Morrison of 


, Chicago, while John G. Milburn of 
New York was at the head of the 
Standard Of] array of counsel. The 
record of evidence was probably the 


largest ever taken in a 
ceeding 7,000,000 words, 

The government's allegations, 
were filed by David FP. Dyer, then 
United States attorney, were based 
largely upon an investigation of the 
oll business conducted by James R. 
Gartield, commissioner of the bureau 
of corporations, at the behest of Pres- 
ident Roosevelt. This investigation 
consumed a year, and as a result of it 
various grand juries returned indict- 
ments containing 8,193 counts, accord- 
ing to Commissioner Gartield’s annual 
report of Dec. 9, 1906. 

The taking of testimony was intrust- 
ed to Franklin Ferriss of St. Louis, 
who was appointed special master in 
chancery in June, 1907. 

The broad generalities of the com- 
plaint and answer” ipre saged a consid- 
erable latitude in the statements of 
witnesses, which was borne out when 
the hearings began Sept. 1, 1907, in 
New York. From then until the final 
testimony was given in Chicago on 
22, 1909, 444 persons answered 
questions before Referee lerriss. The 
result was a record of 25,000 printed 
pages of testimony and exhibits which 
was filed in St. Lovis on March 22, 
1909. The bulk of the testimony by 
the defense was given in New York. 

The hearings reached their climax 
when the defense called to the stand 
Charles M. Pratt, John D. Rockefeller 
and John D, Archbold. Exhibits were 
introduced showing that in seven years 
the profits of the business had totaled 
nearly $500,000,000, the statement for 
the Standard Oil Company of Indiana 
alone showing profits in 1906 of more 
than $10,000,000 on a capitalization of 
one-tenth that amount. 

John D. Rockefeller took the stand 
Noy. 18, 1897, and was not excused 
until Nov. 24. He admitted that the 
Standard Oil interests Had received 
rebates on shipments over certain rail- 
roads, some of the officers of which 
were stockholders in the Standard Oil 
company. He said that he held stock 
in nine railroads, several of which 
handled Standard Oi! products. Under 
cross examination he declared that the 
oil business was hazardous beeause of 
the danger from fire or the possible 
exhaustion of the wells. 

Arguments on the ¢ase began April 
5, 1909, in St. Louis, continuing for a 
week. Both sides filed voluminous 
briefs, upon which the arguments by 
Messrs. Kellogg, Morrison, Johnson, 
Milburn, Rosenthal and other attor- 
neys were based. The court then took 
the case under advisement.

Hospitable Quarters on Paris Lines For 


Young Women. 

It is estimated that there are 15.000 
young women students in Boston 
whose homes are ip different parts of 
the country, some of them being quite 
remote. This fact was taken up and 
discussed by a number of public spirit- 
ed women of Boston Jast March. Mrs. | 


Edith Talbot Jackson, the resident di- | 
rector of the movement and the new | 


clubhouse, made a report of her in- 
vestigation of conditions that brought 
about the purchase of the building and | 
its opening for the benefit of the young | 
women who are in the city for the 
purpose of benefiting themselves. The | 
building is in St. Stephen street, tn the | 
heart of the Beck Bay student quarter, 
The organization is fashioned after the | 
student hostel in Paris conducted by 
the British-American Young Women’s | 
Christian association. 

The bufiding has an attractive dining | 
room where young women may get ap- 
petizing and nourishing food. There 
are no meal tickets. The rate for 
breakfast is 15 cents, for luncheon 30 
cents, dinner 40 cents. <A fee of $1 | 
a year is all that young women stu- 
dents have to pay for merobership in 
the Boston Seuderits’ union. This will 
give them the use of the diniug room 
and the entire clubhouse, quiet rooms 
for reading, studying and lounging, as- 
sistance in choosing Hving accommoda- 
tions under. proper conditions, informa- 
tion as to opportunities for general cul- 
ture in Boston outside of the students’ 
special Hnes of work and other privi- 
leges. 

When the women interested In this 
work found that they were unable to 
rent such quarters as they wished they 
purchased a double building contain- 
ing thirty rooms and had it renovated 
and arranged so that it is practically 
new. The surprising thing about the 
organization is the rapid way in which | 
it assumed its present status after the 


project was first suggested. It is the | 
work of only a few months.

Renting a Furnished Flat In the 
English Metropolis. 


—_———— 


THE TRICKS OF THE AGENT. 


ft First Everything Is Pleasant, but 
After the Place Is Taken the Woes 
of the Tenant Begin With the Ad- 
vent of the Inventory Man. 


To the uninitiated American the rent 
) of a furnished flat in London seems a 
tery simple and remarkably inexpen- 
sive matter. Every one is extremely 

‘polite, and your path is made easy. 

But no sooner bave you closed the 

door of your new quarters than you 

are beset by the bogy of “extras.” 

While you are taking a contented 
; glance at the new domicile, congratu- 

lating yourself ou the bargain 
; thinking how much more a similar 

place would cost you in New York, 
your musings are interrupted by the 
arrival of the man with the inventory. 

His business is to make an Inventory 

of every blessed thing your flat con- 

tains, from a four post bed to a kitch- 
/en spoon. 

At first you are vastly amused over 
the listing of such apparently insignifi- 
cant items as “a lincrusta Walton 
, frieze,” the number of tiles in the fire- 
Place, the bolts on the windows, the 
locks on the doors, a description of the 
bandles on the dressing chest and the 
humber of screws therein, but when 
you have been dragged through every 
room, going over these—to us—absurd 
details, you plunge from rage to de- 
spalr and finally coUapse when your 
tormentor at last departs. For this 
entertainment you bave paid from half 
a guluea (about $2.60) upward, accord- 
ing to the rent of your flat. 

But the real power of the inventory 
is only felt when you take your de- 
parture. You may be morally certain 
that the only damage you have done 
has been to break one or two teacups, 
for which you are quite prepared to 
pay an extortionate sum without a 
murmur. ,You may be sure of this, but 
presently you will receive a bill all 
neatly written out and covering sev- 
eral pages of foolscap and entitled 
“Dilapidations.” 

You will find that in every room the 
walls have been “chipped,” the enamel 


on the bathtub “slightly marred,” a 
‘monogram on a napkin ring “scrateh- 


ed,” several saucepans “damaged,” a 
knife handle “bent,” a number of 
plates “cracked,” and so on. I am 


quoting from a list of “dilapidations” | 


presented to friends of mine who had 
| occupied a flat for two months, during 
‘which time, after strenuous cleaning 
efforts, they left the premises in much 


better condition than when they went | 


in. The bill amounted to £1 18s. 9d., 
roughly about $9.68. 

Here there is no such fact recog- 
nized as ordinary wear and tear on 
furniture.

In renting an unfurnished flat, the 
shortest term for which Is three years, 
you discover that the electric light fix- 
tures are not included in the rental. 
Protest unavaillng, you buy them 
yourself and pay for their tustallation.

FOOTBALL RULES 


——_—— 


Officials Will Try Hard to Make 
Game Safer. 


CONDITION 1S IMPORTANT: 


Athletes Should Be Examined Before 
Playing—Socker Game May Be In- 
troduced—Cannot Hope to Abolish 
College Sport. 


With all the big football games of 
the 1909 season decided the followers 
of the strenuous gridiron game have 
turned their attention to next sea- 
son’s schedules, the All American se- 
lections and other post season topics. 
But this year there is one which is 
even more important—the changes, if 
any, which are to be made in the rules 
to prevent accidents. 

Captain Palmer E. Pierce, president 
of the Intercollegiate Athletic associa- 
tion, has broken the ice by intimating 
that it might be wise to introduce the 
English Rugby or socker game. 
many agree with him that both are 
good games and socker particularly is 


While | 


very popular fn the United States just | 


now, neither will ever take the place 


in the hearts of the American publie | 


of the good old game of football. 
While the accidents which bave giv- 
en the opponents of the college game 


a chance to start the annual cry of | 


abolishing football is deplored, still it 
must be said that the accidents, 
though they have been !n every in- 
stance sad, ought not to have hap- 
pened had just a bit more care been 
exercised. 

It would not be just to the coaches 
of any of the elevens which had mem- 
bers sericusiy injured or Killed in a 
football ‘game to criticise them. But 
nevertheless we have the word of Mike 
Murphy, the noted Penn trainer and 


coach, and other men famed for their | 


knowledge of athletes and athletics 
that men who are physically fit are 
seldom {injured in a football game. 

However, eliminating the question 
of condition, what changes could be 
made in the rules that would make ac- 
eidents impossible? Several years ago 
the rulemakers decreed against the 
mass plays, such as the guards and 
tackles-back, and made possible the 
forward pass and onside kick. They 
also changed the distance to be gained 
for a first down from five to ten yards 
All this was intended to lessen the Ila- 
bility to injury. 

Both the forward “pass and onside 
kick are spectacular‘plays. But when 
one considers that -the man 
ceives a forward pass {ts likely to be 
tackled by a man going at great speed, 
while In the case of an onside kick all 
the men on the two elevens are run- 
ning at top speed, it can readily be 
seen that if a man is not fit for the 
strenuous side of football he is in dan- 
ger of being injured. 

Spectators not conversant with foot- 
ball from a player's standpoint think 
that the line plunges are the most dan- 
gerous. They sce a tangled mass of 
players, possibly fourteen or fifteen 
men on top of one sinner who Is car- 
rying the ball, and they think he is 
being terribly cushed and bruised. As 
a matter of fact, the danger of injury 
is not near so great in the line pluuges 
as in the open plays. 

Almost without exception the serious 
injuries to football players this season 
have been due to flying tackles. That 
night be legislated against. Yes, but 
how cun you hope to prevent a man 
who is going at top speed and wants 
to stop a player from diving for him 
when he sees that he may not be able 
to outstep him and bring bim to earth 
at close quarters?

Many years ago a member of the | 


state house of representatives In [ar- 
risburg, Pa., introduced a Dill probibit- 
ing football. The students In many 
colleges appointed a committee and 
wrote to the legislators for a copy of 
the bill. After reading it over care- 
fully the committee got busy and start- 
ed a protest, which carried with it a 
list of names, which the committee al- 
most bad to use a cart to get to the 
postoftice. Needless to state, the bill 
did not pass, but one may only imag- 
ine that the petition influenced the 
lawmakers {n Harrisburg very much. 

However, this is only cited to show 
that sometiines men who have gradu- 
ated from high school or college, have 
stopped playing football or probably 
never did play the game, become wild- 
ly excited aud oppose the sport merely 
because it is suid to be dangerous. 
They co uot inquire Into the reason 
for the accidents to players. 

American boys and young men will 
continue to play football as long as 
there isa lot on which they can do so. 
Therefore it seems best not to openly 
oppose the game, but to try to make 
it safe. First of all, it should be play- 
rd only in schools and colleges where 
they have a competent instructor, who 
ran examine the candidates, be sure 
that they are In condition and keep 
them that way. if the committee on 
rules finds that some chgnges can be 
wade which will eliminate some of the 
danger it will undoubtedly make them. 
But there are thousands who will 
wager that football will be played in 
1910 and many years thereafter.

FELT HATS. 


Evolution of the Fluffy Fur into the 


Finished Product. 

It is an interesting matter to follow 
stage by stage the evolution of a little 
pile of soft, fluffy rabbit fur into the 
finished hat, whether a Nght colored 
crush or a raven black bard bat of the 
derby shape. The general idea about 
such a hat is that it is cut and made 
or molded out of a sheet of felt, so 
that amazement comes wken one 
shown bales and heaps of rabbit fur 
and is told that it is out of this that 
hats are made. Felt indeed is not so 
but felting 
is the process by which wool, fur or 
hair is matted together and formed 
{into a close fabric. For hats rabbit 
fur is the material used. ‘The first 
step in its treatment is the thorough 
cleansing of the close clipped fur in a 
machine, which winnows it of all dirt 
or foreign matter and leaves it in a 
soft, fluffy condition resembling the 
finest and lightest down. 

Anything less resembling a hat it Is 
impossible to imagine. 3ut the muar- 
velous ingenuity of the next process 
accomplishes an almost  magiecsal 
change. In the central box of a ‘hop- 
per-like machine a big copper cone re- 
volves, From above the soft, fluffy 
fur is fed down in a shower, which 
clings like gray snow on the revolving 
while jets of water and steam 
spray on the fur mat and plaster it 
into a complete covering. In 1 minute 
or two the cone is covered to the 
depth of one-eighth of an inch with 
this matter and saturated fur, which 
is now become felt. The machine is 
stopped, the cone is taken out, and the 
workinan dexterously peels off the felt 
covering. Being built up on the cone, 
it is also cone shaped and looks like a 
gigantic sugar loaf bag. It is the em- 
bryo hat. 

In this first state it is a soft, wet. 
felt cone, measuring 24 by 30 inches 
Rolled up, it enters upon a series of 
processes and is shrunk together so 
that it measures 10% by 14 inches. 

The bat, now a browny-gray felt 
cone, like a clown’s cap, is smoothed 
by being pltced against rapidly revolv- 
ing sandpaper. It Is stiffened by be- 
ing dipped in shellac, dyed black by 
immersion in a vat and then pusses 
on to be shaped. Warm water gives 
the felt pliabillty again, and the tnan 
pulling out or “earsing’ the apex of 
the cone draws and smooths it down 
to a wooden block of the exact shape 
and size the bat is required to be. As 
it dries it takes its destined shape and 
firmness as regards the crown, while 
the brim is still fat and untrimmed. 

The body of the hat is now practi- 
cally finished. ‘Then comes the shup- 
ing of the brim, which is worked down 
and bent over a wooden frame of the 
exact curl and Ine of the ordained de- 
sign. Each size and style of hat has 
its own frame, as it bas also its iron 
mold, wood block, etc., and every al- 
teration in a season’s styles and shapes 
calls for an entirely new set of molds.

SEEING UNDER WATER. 


The Refraction of Light and the Lim- 
iting Angle of Vision. 

One of the most peculiar things in 
connection with life under water is 
what is known as the limiting angle of 
vision. ‘Chis applies to tishes, divers, 
submarine crews and, in fact, any be- 
ing possessing the power of sight and 
desiring to look through the water at 
objects in the air. The effect is not 
due to a defect in vision, but to the re- 
fraction or bending of light, and no 
telescope or other optical instrument 
can get around -it 

The effect consists of the impossibil- 
ity of seeing anything on the outside 
unless the observer directs his line of 
sight within forty-elght degrees of the 
vertical. If a forty-nine degree angle or 
over is taken, the surface, no matter 
how clear the water is, acts as a per- 
fect mirror and reflects objects at the 
bottom of the water, thus not allowing 
anything on. the outside to be seen. 
The consequence of this property is 


| the most startling of all, for everything 


ou the outside can be seen and thus 
has to be seen in the cone described 
by the forty-eight degree angle from 
the eye. This shows all outside ob- 
jects huddled together and appearing 
high in air. Thus, if one dives into the 
middle of a wide river, on looking up 
the banks will appear close together, 
but, at a great distance from the ob- 
server, high in air. 

This augle is called the “critical” an- 
gle and of course varies with the two 


' media in contact. 


If one desires to make the experiment 
a square glass box or an aquarium will 
answer very well. Suspend this from 
the ceiling or support it on a wall 
bracket and look under it at an angle. 
The phenomenon will be observed as 
indicated. The clearer the water and 
the stronger the light the more clearly 
will things appear.—Chicago .Record-

Rainbow Upside Down. 

Not very many persons have ever 
seen an inverted rainbow, although 
the phenomenon sometimes appears. 
At the Itallan geodynamic observatory 
of Roeca de Papa net long ago the dl- 
rector and a party of visitors were 
fortunate enough to see one. ‘The 
morning was showtry, and as the 
party looked down from an elevation 
of 2,300 feet they saw in. the Cam- 
pagna a perfect rainbow with {ts con- 
cave side up, the middle point bearing 
to the northeast. From the Eiffel 
tower in Paris one has also been seen, 
in this case the rainbow being dou- 
ble and extending above and below 
the horizon to form two concentric 
¢tircles nearly complete. Generally the 
inverted rainbow is to be seen only 
in the mountains and then very rarely. 
The phenomenon, of course, is due 
merely to the position of the observer, 
which must be above the refracting

GOOD THINGS TO EAT.

How Many German Matrons Arrange | 
Their Kitchenettes. 

The illustratlon shows how conven- 
fently and compactly a small kitchen 
or kitchenette may be arranged, and 
the young housewife will tind many 
good suggestions by studying the econ- 
omy of spuce so ingeniously displayed 
in the fittings of this room. Many of 
the ideas were borrowed from the 
kitchen of a certain German hausfrau, 

The German matron never hides her 
own exclusive workshop. She does not 
screen off its doors as if she were 
ashamed to own such an apartment. 
It is to her the most important room

in the home, as is evidenced by the 
scoured pots and kettles and by all the 
little efforts at beautifying. Her closet 
shelves are covered not with manila or 
lace paper or with pointed oilcloth, 
but with homespun lIlnen resembling 
our coarse crash. ‘This is fastened by 
a few battonholes slipped over small 
china knobs at the back of the shelf. 

The cover hangs down, lambrequin- 
like, over the front edge of the shelf, 
and it is on this fall of Hnen that the 
German pots, pans and kettles are re 
produced in cross stitch in a nice deltt 
blue cotton to match some of the plat- 
ters and soup plates that stand in rows 
on the shelves.

Last English King In a Battle. 

The bsttle of Dettingen, in Bavaria, 
on the 1tth (7th O. §.) of June, 17438, 
between the British, Hanoverian and 
Hessian troops (52,000 men), under 
command of George II., and the 
French troops (60,000 men), under 
Marshal Noailles, which resulted in 
the victory of the allled troops, was 
the last occasion on which an English 
king fought on the battlefield. His 
majesty continued the whole time in 
the heat of all the action, which was 
sald by those who witnessed it to have 
been as fierce a confilct as had ever 
been known. 

On the morning of the battle the 
king appeared in the same red coat 
he had worn at Oudenarde, thirty-five 
yearn before, taking his place at the 
head of the seven battalions of guards. 
About noon he ordered a general ad- 
vance,, and during the movements it 
entailed he was very nearly taken by 
the enemy, but was rescued by the 
Twenty-second regiment, who, in re- 
membrance, wore a sprig of oak In 
their caps upon the anniversary of the 
battle for many years afterward.—Lon-

FRIEND OF A MONARCH. 


How Edward Vil. Forgave Dowager 
Duchess of Manchester. 

The striking fact that the king of 
England forgives with kingly gener- 
osity was probably uever more dra- 
Inatically shown than in the case of 
Consuelo, the dowager duchess of 
Manchester, who receutly died_at ber 
bome in London. 

T'wo years ago at Biarritz the duch- 
ess was said to have violated a state 
secret in disclosing “privately” what 
the king in his friendship had told ber 
ut a diuver there—namely, that his 
premier, Campbell-Bannermau, was 
about to resign and that the present 
premier, Asquith, had been summoned 
to Biarritz to form a new British cab- 
inet. 

The duchess never admitted that she 
broke contidence witb his majesty, aud 
she never denied it. But the king be- 
lieved it. ‘The uotoriety attaching to 
the breach of etiquette placed Edward 
in the position of baying beeu diplo- 
inatically indiscreet for the first time 
in his reign. He had been the friend 
of the dowager duchess since she tirst 
came to court as the wife of the then 
Lord Mandeville, thirty years ago. It 
is not too much to say that she was 


made almost the chief informal ad- 
viser of his majesty, who had often 
declared that he had no ove man In 


his cabinet whose advice he esteemed 
as bighly as hers. Her friendship 
with King Edward and Queen Alex- 
andra was noteworthy and uuusual. 
She entertained them at Kerry House, 
with other kings and members of the 
royalty of Europe, oftener than any 
other duchess of his court. 

This honorable friendship was gen- 
erally known and openly approved. 
But the king declared that he would 
never forgive her spreading of the 
Asquith secret. Campbell-Bannerman 
wus deeply burt by the announcement 
of his resignation before he gave it to 
the king, and when the. king, returning 
to London, appointed Asquith in bis 
place be made ft very evident that the 
dowager had lost the royal esteem. 

For a year and a half the famons 
American woman Hved in a lonely and 
deserted state. She was invited to 
none of the king's fetes, and the king’s 
set she had formerly led was quick to 
follow the king's coolness. Then {io 
August of this year the king forgave. 
He ordered that her nume be placed 
upon the guest Hist at Lord Desbor- 
ough'’s house in Taplow, where the 
king himself was chief guest. and !ater 
he invited her to Buckingham palace, 
where she had almost resumed her for- 
mer position when she was taken ill a 
short timne ago. 

His majesty called at her Grosvenor 
square home a dozen times while she 
lay bedridden, and he kept bis own 
puysician at her side after it became 
known that she might not survive.

MARINERS’ COMPASS, MISS 


Little Known of the Real Origin of 
the Instrument. 


{TS USE BY THE CHINESE. 


This Wonderful People Knew of the 
Magnetic Needle Long Before the 
Christian Era—The Claims of Gioia, 
the Pilot, and the Credit Due Him. 


Much interest must forever attach to 
the discovery of that valuable instru- 
ment the mariner’s compass, and yet 
there are few subjects conceruing 
which less is known. For a period the 
honor of the invention was ascribed to 
Gioia, a pilot, born at Pasitano, a 
small village situated near Amalfi, 
about the end of the thirteenth cen- 
tury. His claims, however, bave been 
disputed, 

Much learning and labor have been 
bestowed upon the subject of the dis- 
covery. It has been maintained by one 
class that even the Phoenicians were 
the inventors, by another that the 
Greeks and Romans bad a knowledge 
of it. Such notions, however, have 
been completely refuted. 

One passage, nevertheless, of @ re- 
markable character occurs in the works 
of Cardinal de Vitty, bishop of Ptole- 
mats, in Syria. He went to Palestine 
during the fourth crusade, about the 
year 1204. He returned afterward to 
Europe and subsequently back to the 
Holy Land, where be wrote bis work 
entitled “Historia Orientalis,” as near- 
ly as can be determined, between the 
years 1215 and 1220. In chapter 91 
of that work be has this singular pas- 
sage: 

“The fron ne@ile, after contact with 
the loadstone, constantly turns to the 
north star, which, at the axis of the 
friwament, remains immovable while 
the others revolve, and hence It is es- 
seutlally necessary to those bavigat- 
ing on the ocean.” 

These words are as explicit as they 
are extraordinary. They state a fact 
and announce a use, The thing, there- 
fore, which essentially constitutes the 
compass mnust have been known long 
before the birth of Gioia. In addition 
to this fact, there is another equally 
fatal to his claim as the original dis- 
coverer, 

It {s now settled berond a doubt 
that the Chinese were acquainted with 
the compass long before the Europe- 
ans. It is certaln that there are allu-

ZELAYA A GSEAT FIGHTER. 
President of Nicaragua, Who Executed 
Two American Citizens. 

The revolt which recently broke out 
{n Nicaragua came as a climax to a 
series of persecutions inaugurated by 
Jose Santos Zelaya, titular president 
and actual dictator of Nicaragua, 
against whom President Taft and Sec- 
retary of State Knox have decided to 
take drastic action for his summary 
execution of the two Americans, Leroy 
Cannon and Leonard Groce. Zelaya 
is fifty-one years old, and the wonder- 


ful thing about his life is that he has 
lived so long after making himself so 


| many fervent enemies. 


Zelaya belongs to the aristocracy of 
his country. Asa boy he was sent to 
Paris und received bis education there, 


but his success has been obtained by, 


means of tbe sword rather than the 
pen. It Is Nkely that he inherited a 
considerable fortune, but this has been 
built up since he became ruler of Nic- 
aragua until now it must be estimated 
in the millions. He owns enormous 
coffee plantations alone and controls 
the exclusive rights to many of the 
industries. 

This is not the first time that Zelaya 
has defied the United States, ‘hat has 
been one of his principal diversions, as 
a matter of fact. Whenever the Unit 
ed States has sought redress he has 
set up the cry of aggression. 

Zelaya gained his ascendency in 1897 
by winning «a big battle. Me is a fight 
er and a tactician, and if he has 
drenched his country and the other Ilt- 
tle countries that are unfortunate 
enough to border it In the blood of 
thousands of tbeir inhabitants he hus 
done it on a military seale that Is sel 
dom attained in Central America 

Ever since he first became president 
he has been combating revolutions or 
else fighting with other state 
that had pluck enough to resist bis 
domineering attitude. In 1899 the Con- 
servatives of Nicaragua rose tn rebel

lion and were defeated with much 
slaughter. Be bullied [Honduras and 
Salvador and Guatemalan and even 


manipulated their politles. After 1901 
when be was re-elected president, his 
rule was unquestioned, 

All sorts of stories have been circu- 
Inted about his crueities. If one tithe 
of them have been true, then certainty 
Zelaya has maintained a rule that, for 
sheer ferocity has surpassed A ES 
alleged against Russian grand dukes 
Those for whom he had personal en- 
mitles he is sald to have caused to be 
removed at will. He Js credited with 
having reintroduced the methods of 
the inquisition and the practices of 
the Spanish viceroys of the eighteenth 
century. The dungeon and the_firing 
squad and trial by court martial have 
been his Instruments of justice. 


MEMORIAL TO WASHINGTON. 


Costly Building to Be Erected In Honor 
of First President.

of the United States.

fund before Feb, 22, 1910, the one bun- 
dred and seventy-elghth anniversary of 
the birth of George Washington.

It has long been a constant 
source of shame to the American peo- 
ple that their capital held no fit meet- 
ing place for national and interna- 
tional conventions in the cause of gen- 
eral Knowledge, and in remedying 
this practical defect we can at Iast 
gratify the dearest wish of Washing- 
ton.”

SCHOOLGIRLS’ DRESSES. 


Some Seasonable Suggestions For Be- 
coming and Sensible Suits. 

Dressing the schoolgirt becomingly 
and sensibly is a problem mothers have 
to face at this time of the year. 

Fortunately serges of the rough va- 
riety are very smart, and they adapt 
themselves well to the youthful tailor 
made. The favorite color is a tawny 
yellow, relieved by buttons of a deep- 
er shade. 

The three piece suit is most useful 
and universally becoming. Care should 
be exercised, however, in selecting the 
color, Broadcloth also is apt to make 
the average girl look old, and a coarse 
wale serge is much prettier for her.

A Fleet Little Animal Found Among 
the Sand Hills of Arabia. 

How long the Arab has inhabited the 
deserts of the near east is a much dis- 
cussed question. How long he has in- 
Julged in the old time sport of falecouary 
it is equally difficult to say. Sure it is 
that this keen blooded race has not 
lived all these centuries in those sun 


| scorched wustes without some sort of 


recreation, and his delights today are 
probably much the same as those of 
his ancestors a couple of thousand 
years ago. 

Curious to see what natural sport 
these barren regions could afford, the 
writer accepted an invitation to join a 
party of Syrian Arabs for a week's 
hunting. Our quarry was the rock 
bare, un animal about the size of an 
English rabbit, but with very fine de- 
veloped ears, which frequents these 
deserts in sinall numbers, living on 
what scanty herbage it can find. 

We started straight nway In search 
of it by forming a chain about a quar- 
ter of a mile long and drawing like- 
ly tracts of desert in long semicircular 
sweeps. The herbage wis very scant 
indeed. These sand hills, being scorch- 
ed by a tropical sun and having a 
yearly rainfall of only some three 
inches, support but few plants of any 
kind. I noticed a few insectivorous 
birds pursuing their prey witb keen 
voracity, as though they found It bard 
to make a living, but saw no trace of 
wild animals. 

Ou we marched tn silent order, mere- 
ly following the lead of our falcon 
bearer, whose face seemed invariable, 
his manner unmoved. Hours passed 


by. It was now 11 o'clock. The sun 
was hot ubove us, drying up our 
parched Hps. I began to think that 


rock hares must be n myth when sud- 
deuly the hound leaped forward with 
a great bound, our borses {instinctively 
following at full gallop. But we had 
not far to go. It was only a “ygar- 
bour.” The hound was soon up to It, 
and I thought it was all over; but, no— 
the little creature leaped, as it were, 
right out of bis mouth. 


One spring brought the greyhound 
alongside again, but again this agile 
quadruped bud siipped out of the 


grasp of bis sharp teeth. The speed of 
the tiny thing was so great and its 
actions so sudden tbat {t was as wuch 
as the eye could do to follow !t at 
all. Again its great pursuer sprang 


upon it; again this nimble animal 
slipped from his very jaws. But It 
was vo good. It was outelassed in 


size. These great leaps shook the very 
life breath from its frall body. 

At last it fell an easy prey to Its re- 
lentless enemy, and one crunch put an 
end to its miseries. It was an Inter- 
esting little beast, its body about the 
size of a rat. It carried a fine long 
coat, Was gray on the back, with white 
under the belly, having a long bony 
tafl with a pretty tuft at the end. But 
{ts hind legs were its great feature. 
They were very long, being, ilke those 
of the kangaroo, specially adapted for 
jumping. I noted, too, that each hind 
foot was provided with only three toes, 
whereas on those of the fore legs, 
which were very short. there were the 
normal five. Altogether it was a most 
Interesting and sporting specimen.—
